Jordan Announces 
Opposition to Baths

Controversial plans for a 
gay bathhouse in the Tender¬ 
loin are in trouble, after a 
building permit for the site 
was yanked last week and 
Mayor Jordan announced on 
March 21 that he would op¬ 
pose the venture. 

The permit was ordered 
revoked by City Planning 
chief Robert Passmore, who 
said it was issued in error by 
the Bureau of Building In¬ 
spection last November. 

Passmore said that owners 
of the proposed bath must ap¬ 
ply for a conditional use per¬ 
mit to renovate the site — 
which requires a public hear¬ 
ing before the Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

Rick Stokes, the proprietor 
of the Turk Street venture 
and owner of the Berkeley 
Steamworks, a popular East 
Bay baths, was notified on 
March 15th by Passmore that 
construction at the site must 
stop until he applies for con¬ 
ditional use permit for the 
site. 

“The building permit was 
apparently erroneously ap¬ 
proved,” Passmore told the 
Bay Area Reporter. “I have 
been informed by the Bureau 
of Building Inspection that 
construction has been sus¬ 
pended.” 

According to Passmore, 
Stokes is required to apply 
for a conditional use permit 
for the site because of zoning 
regulations affecting the 
North of Market Special Use 
District where the baths 
would be located. 

Under those regulations af¬ 
fecting the housing-poor 
neighborhood, according to 
Passmore, commercial use of

club, and although Stokes ap¬ 
plied for a permit to use the 
site as a health club/spa, reg¬ 
ulations require him to apply 
for a conditional use permit 
because the building has been 
vacant for more than three 
years, Passmore said. 

The conditional use permit 
also requires Stokes to notify 
residents in the area about 
the proposed use of the 132 
Turk Street facility, and also 
requires a public hearing be¬ 
fore the Planning Commis¬ 
sion on the matter. The deci¬ 
sion of the Planning Commis¬ 
sion, following the public 
hearing about whether to 
grant the permit, is final. 

Mayor Jordan will official¬ 
ly inform both the Planning 
Commission and The San 
Francisco Police Commission 
of his opposition to the baths. 

The Police Commission 
will be formally notified be¬ 
cause Chief of Police Antho¬ 
ny Ribera must approve a 
permit to operate the baths, 
since such facilities are regu- 


Castro Robbery Suspect 
Arrested, Injured Trying to Flee

A man whom police con¬ 
sider a suspect in a St. 
Patrick’s Day stick-up of a 
Castro area stationery store 
jumped from a third-story 
window and was admitted to 
San Francisco General Hospi¬ 
tal following his dramatic cap¬ 
ture by Mission Station po¬ 
lice, moments after the rob¬ 
bery in which he is charged. 

Shaunnee King, 25, who is 
charged with felony robbery 
and resisting arrest in the in¬ 
cident, was admitted in “gen¬ 
erally fair condition” with 
fractures of his left arm and 
both wrists, according to a 
hospital spokesperson. 

King was surprised by two 
Mission Station cops as he en¬ 
tered at his residential hotel 
at 447 Valencia Street mo¬ 
ments, after the Thursday, 
March 17, afternoon robbery 
of Midtown Stationers at 2150 
Market Street, according to 
Mission Station Captain 
Joaquin Santos. 

According to a report po¬ 
lice have filed about the rob¬ 
bery, King allegedly ap¬ 
proached the Midtown clerk 
with a gun and demanded 
money. 

Santos alleged to the Bay 
Area Reporter ; in an exclu¬ 
sive account of the capture, 
that after the employee hand¬ 
ed over an unspecified 
amount of cash, King fled the 
crime scene on a moped. 

Because of information 
previously developed by po¬ 
lice intelligence during an on¬ 
going investigation into a

string of armed robberies in 
the Castro District in recent 
months, two police officers — 
Lawrence Gray and Mark La- 
herty — were dispatched to 
King’s residence, Santos said. 

“The officers hid on the 
second floor stairs waiting for 
the suspect. After five min¬ 
utes, the suspect ran up the 
stairs to the third floor. The 
officers ordered King to halt,” 
Santos said. 

King kicked the door to 
his room open and ran inside, 
pursued by police — and then 
jumped through the window 
and landed on the cement 
sidewalk three stories below. 

King was reportedly iden¬ 
tified by the Midtown em¬ 
ployee as the perpetrator. 

Police took an undisclosed 
amount of property at the site 
into custody for safekeeping 
and evidence. They also con¬ 


fiscated a ski mask and a toy 
metal gun allegedly in the 
robbery, as well as numerous 
items that could be used as 
disguises, including a re¬ 
versible jacket and a set of 
teeth used as stage props. 

The moped that police al¬ 
lege King used after the rob¬ 
bery was also impounded. Po¬ 
lice are now seeking a male 
accomplice to the robbery, 
whom they say drove the 
moped. 

King has been charged 
only with the robbery of Mid¬ 
town Stationers, but police 
are continuing to investigate 
the Castro’s recent wave of 
robberies, Santos said, and 
any part King may have had’ 
to play in it. 

King has been released 
from the hospital and now re¬ 
mains in police custody at the 
Hall of Justice. T 


Ryan White Funds Up 44 Percent

San Francisco is slated for 
$39 million in federal Ryan 
White AIDS Care funds this 
year, an increase of 44 per¬ 
cent over what the city re¬ 
ceived last year, Mayor Frank 
Jordan announced last week. 

The funds, authorized by 
the House Appropriations 
Subcommittee, are part of a 
$579 million annual CARE 
package, up from last year’s 
$348 million. 

CARE funds are designat¬ 
ed for direct services such as 
housing, medical care, social 
and food services, and other 
needs of people with HIV and 
AIDS. 

“Especially with dwindling 
funds, we always try to make 
sure that the amount of feder¬ 
al funds available to help us 
care for people with AIDS 
will enable to do what we 


need to do,” said Jordan 
spokesman Noah Griffin. 

Griffin acknowledged the 
assistance of Representative 
Nancy Pelosi (D-San Francis¬ 
co), who sits on the subcom¬ 
mittee, in securing the funds. 

The increase in federal as¬ 
sistance comes at “a crucial 
time in the epidemic of San 
Francisco,” said AIDS Office 
director Dr. Mitch Katz. 

“A rising proportion of 
persons with AIDS in San 
Francisco are suffering from 
a complex set of problems in¬ 
cluding poverty, substance 
abuse, homelessness, and 
mental illness,” Katz said. 

The supplemental funds 
are granted on a competitive 
basis and are based on a 
recognition of San Francisco’s 
AIDS care model. 

“It’s a great example that 
we have the ability to take 
the money and reach people,”

said Jerry Windley, a member 
of the Mayor’s HIV Health 
Services Planning Council. 
“The services are for people 
traditionally under-insured or 
uninsured. It also shows the 
effectiveness of the lobbying 
efforts shown by the Planning 
Council and the city.” 

The group is comprised of 
some 30 people who are rep¬ 
resentative of various popula¬ 
tions infected and effected by 
the epidemic. The Council 
prioritizes the funds allocated 
and decides which services 
will be funded. 

More than 12,000 people 
have died of AIDS in San 
Francisco since the beginning 
of the epidemic, and almost 
19,000 cases have been diag¬ 
nosed. 

Almost 340,000 cases have 
been diagnosed nationally; 
more than 200,000 Americans 
have died of the disease. ▼

CUAV Addresses Community 
Need for Self-Defense — Sort Of

Daylong self-defense class¬ 
es for lesbians and gay men, 
sponsored by Community 
United Against Violence, will 
begin on Saturday, April 2 at 
the Aikido Cultural Center, 
located at 670 South Van 
Ness. 

The first class will be co¬ 
ed, according to CUAV Pro¬ 
gram Director Terry Person. 

“The classes are really ba¬ 
sic street self-defense skills,” 
Person said. “They are based 
on techniques of self-aware¬ 
ness, such as keeping your 
eyes open and using whatever 
you have available: such as if 
you are carrying a bag, how 
to use that, or if you’re a 
woman and wearing high 
heeled shoes, how to use 
them. Those sorts of things,” 
Person told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

“Although there will be 
both co-ed and women-only 
classes, there are no current 
plans for the agency to coordi¬ 
nate a class just for gay men,” 
Person said. 

“That’s largely a decision 
based around the needs of the 
instructor, who is a lesbian, to 


teach only mixed classes and 
women-only classes, not men- 
only,” Person told the B.A.R. 
The need for self-defense

in the lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity is self-evident, accord¬ 
ing to CUAV, which is offer¬ 
ing the classes as a pro-active 
response to community need. 


More than 336 anti-gay as¬ 
saults were reported to 
CUAV last year. The majority 
of reported attacks were 
against gay men between the 
ages of 31 to 45. The highest 
incidence of reported assaults 
occurred in the Castro and 
Mission districts. Almost 100 
women also reported anti-les¬ 
bian assaults against them. 

“The classes are being of¬ 
fered because people should 
be prepared. There are lots of 
folks out there who want to 
do us harm, and it’s better to 
be prepared and never have 
to use the skills than to have 
no idea of how to use them 
and have the need,” Person 
said. 

The classes, limited to 15 
people each, are available on 
a sliding scale basis and cost 
between $35 and $55 dollars 
for the day-long workshop 
which runs from 11:45 a.m. to 
5 p.m. 

CUAV also provides coun¬ 
seling and victim assistance to 
victims of anti-gay assault and 
lesbian and gay domestic vio¬ 
lence situations.

USA HIV Ban Temporarily Lifted

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
U.S. Attorney General Janet 
Reno has temporarily lifted 
the U.S. entry ban to allow 
HIV-positive athletes to par¬ 
ticipate in the Gay Games IV 
in New York this summer, 
the U.S. Justice Department 
said Wednesday, March 23. 

Reno consulted with the 
Centers for Disease Control 
and Prevention to make sure 
the ten-day waiver posed no 
health risk, the department 
said. 

In addition, the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human 


Services told Reno that the 
exclusion of foreign competi¬ 
tors and spectators would be 
inconsistent with administra¬ 
tion policy of fighting discrim¬ 
ination against those who 
have HIV, the department 
said. 

The issue also was studied 
by the Immigration and Natu¬ 
ralization Service, which is 
part of the Justice Depart¬ 
ment. INS Commissioner 
Doris Meissner said that the 
short visits would pose a 
“minimal risk.” 

The State Department also 
endorsed the waiver. 

Reno expressed surprise 


when media reports in Febru¬ 
ary said she had approved the 
waiver. She said at the time 
that the request had not 
reached her desk, and she 
wasn’t “even aware of the is¬ 
sue.” 

The Justice Department 
said then that the waiver re¬ 
quest would have to be first 
given to the INS, which 
would make a recommenda¬ 
tion. 

The Gay Games is sched¬ 
uled for June 18-25. The waiv¬ 
er allows foreign HIV-positive 
competitors and spectators an 
additional two days for 
travel. ▼

Berkeley Installs Jeff Leiter 
As Its First Openly Gay Mayor

Openly gay Berkeley civic 
leader Jeffrey Leiter was 
sworn in as Mayor of Berke¬ 
ley on Tuesday, March 22. 

The 51-year-old Leiter, a 
longtime member of the East 
Bay Lesbian and Gay Demo¬ 
cratic Club, former Chamber 
of Commerce president, and 
founder of the Downtown 
Berkeley Association, was ap¬ 
pointed by the Berkeley City 
Council to take the seat vacat¬ 
ed by Mayor Loni Hancock. 

Hancock resigned the seat 
to take a post in the Clinton 
administration. 

“I’m really happy. This 
sets a good precedent and 
Berkeley’s a natural place for 
that precedent to be set,” Leit¬ 
er told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “But we all know that 
my sexual orientation has 
nothing to do with being 
mayor.” 

Although Leiter had been 
frequently mentioned as a 
leading mayoral contender in 
the November election, he 
told the B.A.R. that he will 
not seek re-election to the 
post after his term expires in 
November. His partner, 
George Jang, is recuperating 
from a stroke.

Bay Positives, the all-ac¬ 
cess, women’s and men’s HIV 
group support organization, 
opened the doors of its new 
space to address the needs of 
an often-neglected segment of 
the community last Saturday, 
March 19. The new facility, 
called Bay Area Young Posi¬ 
tives, is located at 518 Waller 
Street at Steiner. 

“Everyone’s really excited 
about the fact that we have a 
space,” said Antigone Hod- 
gins, the group’s new direc¬ 
tor. A representative from Su¬ 
pervisor Angela Alioto’s of¬ 
fice came to the opening, as 
well as several members and 
health care providers. 

The new youth group is 
part of an effort by Bay Posi¬ 
tives to respond to the needs 
of the thousands of young 
people living with HIV in San 
Francisco. 

“We want to continue 
what Bay Positives has been 
doing for four years,” said 
Hodgins. “Without the space, 
because we’ve had no fund¬ 
ing, we’ve had to move 
around a lot. Now that we 
have the space, we want to 
create a stable place for HIV 
youth to come to.” 

The group received 
$50,000 from CARE funds, 
plus some additional funding 
through SPNS, Special Pro¬ 
grams of National signifi¬ 
cance, a federal funding pro¬ 
gram of HHS, Health and Hu¬ 
man Services. 

The staff — including a 
peer counselor, volunteer co¬ 
ordinator, administrators, and 
the director — will be up and 
running by the end of April. 

According to Bobby Wise¬ 
man, office manager of 
BAYP, the group has been 
anticipating the move since 
the beginning of the year. 
“We had our space in Jan¬ 
uary,” he said, “but it was un¬ 
der construction.” Now that 
the project has^ come to 
fruition, he said, the group 
has also hired three more em-. 
ployees, almost doubling the 
staff s size to a total of seven. 

One of the things that 
make BAYP special, Wise¬ 
man said, is that while it is 
not exclusively for young 
gays — anyone under 26 is 
welcome — it does offer specif¬ 
ic groups for gay, lesbian, and 
bisexual youth. Another is 
that it is run by youth. 

Meetings, retreats, and oth¬ 
er events provide the kids 
with emotional and social 
support. For clients who want 
one-on-one peer counseling, 
access to HIV services, or cri¬ 
sis intervention, the group 
provides those services as 
well. 

More crucially, it also fo¬ 
cuses on “how to get the most 
help from the system,” Wise¬ 
man said, which he said in-

eludes getting access to finan¬ 
cial aid and the everyday stuff 
like cooking and shopping. 

According to the group’s 
surveys, some 50 and 75 
members are served each 
week. 

The peer advocate pro¬ 
gram will provide a buddy 
for someone to go to hospi¬ 
tals, help them through the 
difficult process of getting 
treatment and dealing with 
the bureaucracy.

Other Bay Area AIDS ser¬ 
vice organizations in the city 
hope to help HIV-effected 
youth as well, but Eliot 
Ramos, Youth Coordinator 
for the San Francisco AIDS 
Foundation, stressed the in¬ 
creasing number of youth who 
need such services. 

“One percent of all youth 
in San Francisco are HIV-pos¬ 
itive,” Ramos said. That 
means at least 900 youth are 
directly affected by the epi¬ 
demic, while thousands more 
need to be made aware about 
safe sex practices. 

Jonny Simons, Young 
Men’s Project Coordinator 
with the Stop AIDS Project, 
explained some of the con¬ 
cerns young people have. “We 
get a lot of questions about 
oral sex; some people don’t 
know to use water-based 
lube,” he said. 

“People come to find out, 


‘how can I get more informa¬ 
tion about this?”’ 

Simons stressed the impor¬ 
tance of getting such informa¬ 
tion into the hands of “young 
gay and bisexual men who 
are new to town, or newly 
out of the closet, and maybe 
have been reluctant to get 
gay-specific information in the 
past.” 

This is where Bay Area 
Young Positives’ efforts can 
help in reaching out to those 
young men, as well as to 
straight and questioning youth 
who may not have access to 
HIV information unless they 
seek it out in gay establish¬ 
ments or other places where 
gay men congregate. 

How necessary are those 
efforts to reach teens and 
young men? Ask Ramos, and 
he’ll point out that “6,500 cas¬ 
es of AIDS are among 20-30- 
year-olds — 13 percent of total 
AIDS cases.” 

The numbers of HIV cases 
among those under 25 are ac¬ 
tually under-reported, Ramos 
said, because of the lack of 
support for testing efforts 
aimed at youth. 

Ramos said that, with 
Health Department grants, 
the AIDS Foundation plans 
to do a prevention resource 
guide for young and bisexual 
men. LYRIC and Stop AIDS 
Project are also working on 
this project, where they’ll fo¬ 
cus on self-esteem issues, 
among other prevention ef¬ 
forts. 

To assure outreach specif¬ 
ically to young adults, Bay 
Positives uses mailings, as 
well as working with Project 
Ahead, in an effort to get 
safer sex information to Dis¬ 
trict Health Centers, where a 
lot of young people get tested 
anonymously. 

And “we do have contacts 
with the schools,” Hodgins 
said, with the hope that 
BAYP can do more in-service 
work with peer educators in 
schools to get a more direct 
approach in outreach efforts.

Buttino FBI Suit Finalized

SAN FRANCISCO - A 
federal judge granted final ap¬ 
proval Tuesday, March 22, to 
an historic agreement be¬ 
tween the FBI and a former 
agent that apparently makes 
it possible for openly gay men 
and lesbians to become 
agents.

Armstrong said no objections 
had been filed to the settle¬ 
ment between the FBI and 
Frank Buttino during a 90- 
day public comment period. 
Buttino, a 20-year veteran 
who worked in the FBI’s San 
Francisco office, was fired af¬ 
ter his superiors learned he 
was gay. 

Under the settlement, the 
FBI agreed to pay Buttino 


$200,000 to stop inquiring 
about the sexual orientation 
of prospective employees and 
to hire an openly lesbian 
agent. The settlement was 
reached in December during 
the fourth day of the trial. 

The FBI also will pay 
nearly $50,000 for Buttino’s le¬ 
gal fees, Armstrong ruled. ▼

Suit Brought Against Delta by 
Former S.F. Employee With HIV 

Former Supervisor Kept List of Medical, Psychological Information

REDWOOD CITY — 
Lawyers for a man who 
claims he was fired by Delta 
Airlines because he has AIDS 
rejected a settlement offer 
from the company Monday, 
March 21, setting the scene 
for the start of a trial on the 
multi-million-dollar wrongful 
termination suit. 

Dave Mattingly, attorney 
for fired Delta employee Joe 
Sullivan, said the offer was 
rejected because it amounted 
to a payment the size of those 
usually reserved for a nui¬ 
sance lawsuit. 

“Delta has been arrogant 
throughout this lawsuit,” Mat¬ 
tingly said. “The mere fact 
that a supervisor spied on em¬ 
ployees and kept a list of 
those who may be HIV posi¬ 
tive is unbelievable, especially 
in San Francisco of 1990.” 

The keystone of the case is 
a list put together by local 
manager Donna O’Leary, con¬ 
taining such entries as this for 
one employee: “Has not ad¬ 
vised management of HIV di¬ 
agnosis, but has recent signif¬ 


icant weight loss. Experi¬ 
enced mental breakdown in 
1989. Continues to be very 
emotional.” 

Sullivan had worked for 
Delta for several years, gar¬ 
nering excellent job reviews 
and advancement. However, 




in 1990, the deaths of several 
friends caused Sullivan to 
slump into a deep depression 
and he began to drink exces¬ 
sively. 

Still, his job performance 
did not suffer, according to 
records obtained by the attor¬ 
neys. He requested to be al¬ 
lowed to enter into an alcohol 
rehabilitation program and 
Delta agreed.

Mail be Worse? Yes.

Last week a San Francisco 
gay man received an anony¬ 
mous letter and pamphlets 
from a fundamentalist who 
urged him to seek mercy for 
his sins “while there is still 
time” and referred to his HIV¬ 
positive status as a “condi¬ 
tion” God is using to force 
him to change his lifestyle. 

John Allan received a 
typed note and two pam¬ 
phlets — “Terrors of Hell” and 
“Does God 
Love You?” 

The tracts are 
not directed to¬ 
ward a specific 
group or type of 
sin, but con¬ 
demn anyone in 
general who is 
not a Christian. 

The letter, 
signed “Kathy,” 
addressed John 
by name and 
stated, in part, 

“I pray for your 
condition that 
the Lord may use it to get 
you to cry to him for mercy.” 

“My first feeling was dis¬ 
gust,” Allan said, feeling un¬ 
easy that someone would ex¬ 
ploit his HIV status. “How 
can this kind of thing exist?” 

Allen stated that most peo¬ 
ple that know him know he 
has AIDS and that the mail¬ 
ing could have come from a 
number of sources. What he 
found most unusual, however, 
was that the hand-addressed

zip code instead of the more 
common five-digit code. That 
made him suspicious at first 
that the sender may have had 
access to a list of PWAs and 
was targeting a large number 
of them. 

The B.A.R. issued a hate 
mail alert after it was contact¬ 
ed by Allan. However, Jason 
Bishop, a volunteer at F.I.S.H. 
(Fighting Intolerance, Scape¬ 
goating and Hatred), said that 
no one has contacted the or¬ 
ganization about 
other similar in¬ 
cidents, which 
leaves Allan 
wondering why 
he was singled 
out. 

“I’m on so 
many lists. I’m 
not hiding any¬ 
thing,” Allan 
said, “but there 
was no letter¬ 
head. Who is 
this Kathy? Any¬ 
body that would 
send something 
anonymously must be deviant 
themselves.” 

Allan is careful to add that 
not all religious organizations 
use these type of scare tactics. 

“I’ve dealt with Catholic 
Charities and they’ve been 
very good to me,” he said, 
“So, not all of them are bad.”

While in the program, Sul¬ 
livan tested positive for HIV. 
Once he completed the pro¬ 
gram he returned to his job 
and suffered no visible ill ef¬ 
fects and was promoted to su¬ 
pervisor. 

In spring 1991, Sullivan 
was informed by company of¬ 
ficials that he was to make his 
condition known to his fellow 
employees. The stress forced 
him to begin drinking again. 

He entered rehabilitation a 
second time and returned to 
work in July. By October, the 
HIV had progressed to AIDS 
and he was hospitalized. 

When he attempted to re¬ 
turn to work, he was told he 
had been fired. 

Delta spokesman Bill 
Berry said the firing had to 
do “with other issues” than 
Sullivan’s illness. 

“Delta strongly denies the 
allegations in this lawsuit,” 
Barry said, “and we look for¬ 
ward to resolving this matter 
in court. Delta did nothing 
wrong.” 

Barry said Sullivan contin¬ 
ues to receive medical bene¬ 
fits from the company. ▼

Prosecution 
— or Persecution? 

Considering what would ordinarily seem like good news 
coming from the San Francisco District Attorney’s office, that 
effective treatments exist to cure AIDS, one might assume we 
would be ecstatic. And we would — if it were true. Instead, as 
Angela Bocage reports on page 12, it’s a convenient lie spread 
by the office of D.A. Arlo Smith, just to justify the prosecution 
of Terrence Alan, a PWA who — gasp! — grew some marijuana 
to help his dying lover gain some appetite and lose some pain. 

The strangest thing about it all is that Smith has proved 
himself a friend to PWAs and the lesbian and gay community 
in the past. That makes us wonder what’s up in his office, and 
who on Earth is advising him to be so draconian. 

The plant for which Alan now faces a de facto death sen¬ 
tence is the same one Queen Victoria smoked to relieve pain. 
We suspect she would be better able to advise Smith about its 
well-known medicinal qualities and its well-known harmless¬ 
ness, than whoever is behind this new prosecution. We also 
think if someone close to Smith was turning into a skeleton in 
front of his eyes, he might view Alan’s situation a little more 
compassionately. 

Hundreds of PWAs and persons with cancer and other ail¬ 
ments smoke joints in this town, and their right to do so is sup¬ 
ported by the rest of the San Francisco population. Perhaps 
Smith, or his advisors, forgot that Prop. P, the medical mar¬ 
ijuana ballot measure, was approved by an 80 percent majority; 
Arlo, it must be noted, ran unopposed on the same ballot and 
received fewer votes. Certainly the thousands of voters who 
went to their ballot boxes to vote for the proposition would 
join with us in urging him to stop persecuting Alan. Some al¬ 
ready have: the Harvey Milk Democratic Club passed a total 
of three resolutions on the Alan case and its implications Tues¬ 
day evening. 

For those readers who could suggest other ways this elected 
servant of the San Francisco population could better spend his 
time, his office number is 553-1752. The number for his Bureau 
of Investigation is 553-1050. 

We are very enthusiastic about writing and calling those 
with whom we disagree these days. One reader, who submit¬ 
ted this week’s piece about the proposed “Operation 
Boomerang,” is even more so. He suggests taking the bull by 
the horns when it comes to televangelist enemies — where the 
bull is certainly plentiful — and speaking directly to them. 

The point of Operation Boomerang is to try to bankrupt the 
disseminators of falsehoods against the gay community, by do¬ 
ing exactly what they ask viewers to do: call their 800 num¬ 
bers. We could explain more here, but there are 1,500 words 
on the subject on page 14, so we won’t. Except to suggest it is 
worth taking the time to read and consider. 

Also worth considering: that we disagree with some — but 
not all — of the points raised in the guest opinion piece to the 
right of this column. We frequently make it a point to print 
opinions we don’t share, and usually don’t make a point of ex¬ 
pressing our objections, but we must add a caution in this case. 

The argument for civil liberties is certainly compelling: ev¬ 
eryone has the right to be stupid. But while that may be true, 
it’s still no good reason for most people to decide to have un¬ 
protected anal sex. Some HIV-positive people we know do 
have such sex with their HIV-positive partners, knowingly and 
willingly, because they have decided the advantages of skin 
against skin outweigh the (possible) risks of viral re-infection. 
(Strangely, although people have asked about those risks since 
HIV was first tied to AIDS, the relevant data is still scarce-to- 
nonexistent.) 

For the rest, however, we must tell you that we agree with 
Tom Hanks that Heaven has too many angels. Also, there isn’t 
enough money out there to take care of the existing cases, let 
alone new ones. Besides, we worry about those who believe 
they are infected, but haven’t checked for sure. We say find 
out. 

Many sex partners of HIV-positive people, who have there¬ 
fore assumed they were also HIV-positive, only found after tak¬ 
ing the test that they had escaped infection. It does happen. 
That isn’t false optimism, just the way things can go. Before 
making a decision to abandon safer sex — we almost said “in¬ 
formed decision,” despite the lack of data — take the test. T

Who Sets Your Rules For Safer Sex?

“We have an epidemic out there,” and if 
people were offended by safe sex outreach 
work, that was too bad. “We need to confront 
each other when it comes to unsafe sex.” 

— Dan Wohlfieler, quoted in the Bay Area 
Reporter, March 3, 1994. 

Dan spoke those words at the recent Town 
Hall Meeting sponsored by Steam and sPuNk 
to discuss the question, “Gay Sex: Who Makes 
the Rules?” Judging from some of the panelists, 
the answer is: the government and certain non¬ 
profits set the rules that we all must follow. 
What a bunch of crap. In a free society such as 
ours, it is the choices made by the individual 
that should have precedence over what we will 
do with our bodies. Even in an epidemic. 

I have nothing but applause for the tireless 
work of non-profit staff and volunteers who 
make it their business to spread the message of 
safer sex,. whether it is in a discussion group in 
someone’s house or out in Alamo Park where 
outreach workers pass out rubbers and free ad¬ 
vice on staying alive. But I have nothing but 
contempt for those pious do-gooders in non¬ 
profit agencies who conclude their way is the 
only way to go, in being sexually-active during 
the time of AIDS. Some people have made a 
conscious, well-thought-out choice to continue 
sucking without rubbers, or to let a man fuck 
them without wearing a condom, or to let their 
partner cum in their mouth. These people are 
as entitled to arrive at that conclusion as others 
are to conclude that such behavior is wrong. 
We will never reach people if we approach 
them from an attitude of “I know what is best 
for you.” Even in an epidemic. 

Now, about letting government set the rules 
for gay sex: no gay person with even a short 
memory span should be duped into believing 
that government has only the best of intentions 


for queers. This is the same federal govern¬ 
ment that told us we had no right to privacy in 
the Bowers vs. Hardwick decision in 1986. 
This is the same state government that only re¬ 
pealed a sodomy law in the mid-70s. This is the 
same local government that closed down our 
bathhouses to save us from ourselves back in 
1984. And now, this is the same local govern¬ 
ment that wishes to force the bathhouse own¬ 
ers who want to open a San Francisco location 
to have peepholes in private rooms so that 
monitors can spy on our behavior. Trust gov¬ 
ernment to set the rules for gay sexuality? 
You’ve got to be half-cocked if you buy into 
that. Even in an epidemic. 

So whom do you trust if not the advice 
from government and non-profits? Most of us 
already know the answer to this one — our¬ 
selves. The notion that we are all in this to¬ 
gether is simply not true. We are all in this on 
our own. Some of us will live, others will die. 
Some of us will go on having unsafe sex and 
manage with luck to live to old age. Some of 
us will have the misfortune of having a faulty 
rubber leak the deadly virus while our partner 
fucks us. Bottom line: you’re on your own. 
Even in an epidemic. 

Freedom does carry responsibility, as some 
ideologues are prone to tell us these days. Our 
sexual freedom requires us to think through 
what risk we are willing to take and then learn 
to live with the consequences. But at least we’ll 
be free to live our lives as we see fit. 

John Stuart Mill, an Englishman who wrote 
extensively about personal freedom during the 
age of Queen Victoria, is worth adding to this 
debate. “Intrusively pious members of society 
[should] mind their own business,” he wrote. 
“This is precisely what should be said to every 
government and every public, who have the 
pretension that no person shall enjoy any plea¬ 
sure which they think wrong.”

Token Privacy 

The announcement by the Steamworks of Berkeley 
regarding their plans to open a bathhouse in San Fran¬ 
cisco has resurrected the discussion of monitorable 
space in sex extablishments. But that argument may 
get lost in emotional rhetoric. On Monday, March 21, 
the Chronicle reports that the naysayers include 
Mayor Jordan and his former campaign manager, Jack 
Davis. 

The very mention of private rooms sends ripples of 
disapproval through the SF Health Department’s 
AIDS Office as well. Having worked hard to 
legitimatize sex clubs as places for safe sex advocacy, 
Dr. Mitchell Katz, the office’s director, is strict in his 
belief that all spaces within a sex establishment must 
be visible to a monitor. 

It is important to remember that the guideline does 
not eliminate private booths per se. Blow Buddies, a 
very popular club in the South of Market area, has lots 
of cubicles. Each has a porthole cut into the door and 
large holes inside that serve as windows for monitors. 
The doors do not lock. When two or more men are in 
a cubicle together, they can be watched by anyone 
passing by. 

The monitorable space guideline contributed to 
another club’s design as well. In the Castro area, Club 
Eros has created a bathhouse without private rooms. 
There are showers, sauna, massages and a cafe where 
patrons socialize and relax. Upstairs large open rooms 
are subdivided into cubicle-like settings created with 
canvas, two by fours, chain link fencing and raised 
platforms. There are plenty of spaces where men can 
couple without being disturbed but still be within 
view of monitors. 

The answer need not be a pat, no rooms no doors 
solution. The Steamworks has said it intends to make 
all spaces monitorable. It is not an impossible task if 
viewed creatively and with an open mind. With in¬ 
novative examples already present in local gay sex 
clubs, the Steamworks should be encouraged to think 
imaginatively and come up with a few innovations of 
its own. The rest of us should reserve judgement un¬ 
til that time. 

Despite the bravado Dr. Katz and the mayor have 
shown regarding bathhouses and sex clubs, little has 
been said regarding booth stores. Gay men who want 
privacy can go to any number of establishments 
around San Francisco and for a handful of tokens, rent 
a peep-booth and have sex completely out of anyone’s 
watchful gaze.

Sex Clubs and the Gay Community 

I object to the continuing degrading of the concept 
of “town meeting” into a manipulated media event. 
The images we are taught are Norman Rockwell 
gatherings of citizens to debate issues and make policy 
decisions which affect their lives. Having various com¬ 
ponents of the AIDS industry dispense platitudes and 
propaganda is another matter. Perhaps the ebullient 
wordsmith, Mr. Wohlfeiler, can come up with a more 
“appropriate” term for these establishment circuses 
to entertain the masses. If there was a media 
manipulative event and media weren’t manipulated 
by covering it, would it be real? 

The press release I got for this meeting said it was 
to discuss sex clubs and “who makes the rules.” The 
meeting reported discussed “lack of services to peo¬ 
ple of color.” Why? It had nothing to do with with the 
proposed agenda or the participants. If you want to 
discuss “services to blacks” and “culturally ap¬ 
propriate services to youth,” have a town meeting on 
those topics. Have a debate between the SF Health 
Department press releases saying gay white men are 
relatively over-funded in spending (last week) and 
those saying they are under-funded (on the KRON 
‘Sexual Suicide” show). It appears some people will 
take any public meeting to prevent their ideology — 
another reason to restrict coverage. 

According to the account by Jim Provenzano, the 
“issue” of government intervention was “calmly 
deflected by [AIDS Office rep Tracey] Packer, who ex¬ 
plained ... ‘everyone deserves safety.’ ” Is that inane 
platitude supposed to provide information? Is invok¬ 
ing a cliche or a consensual value sufficient “explana¬ 
tion” nowadays? Have we become so debased by these 
government manipulators of symbols all they need to 
do is murmur them as if they were a magic spell? Does 
SF General need $5000 conference tables and $1,000 
magazine racks? “They’re saving lives.” Should the 
SF AIDS Foundation fund operating expenses for 
pimps and whores? “They’re in safe sex education.” 

Ms. Packer is quoted as saying “The Health Depart¬ 
ment has no role in sex club enforcement.” There are 
dangers in allowing such blantantly false statements 
to pass. One danger is illustrated in that same B.A.R. 
issue’s letters column where someone proudly says “I 
do not have any knowledge of how Randy [Shilts] felt 
about drag queens, gay activists, or the gay press” but 
does have an “opinion” [on bathhouse closure]. Of 
course, aside from funding the Lipset Sex Spy con¬ 
tract (a project’s funding pushed through by then 
Supervisor Britt to promote AIDS education), the SF 
Board of Supervisors had no significant role in 
bathhouse closure. 

Facts still outrank opinions, and the bathhouse 
closure was performed by Judge Wonder at the request 
of Mervyn Silverman, Director of Public Health, 
California Superior Court, City and County of San 


Francisco, Department Number 8, Case Number 830 
321. They were not closed by the “weight” of gay doc¬ 
tors or the SF Supervisors. (For that matter, they 
weren’t closed - as is a new revisionist theory, by “lack 
of business - they were closed by the massive coer¬ 
cive power of the government). That’s why we have 
a written and not an oral tradition which puts more 
credibility on the written word than the ignorant opi¬ 
nions of a senile fool. Maybe people will fall into 
divine rapture when Ms. Packer’s seductive voice 
mouths “safety” but putting the facts into writing 
allow us to adopt a more intelligent and rational 
discussion. 

It may be Ms. Packer’s opinion that “the gay com¬ 
munity” is defined as “a voluntary association of AIDS 
and STD educators and sex club operators” but I 
doubt a substantial number of others would use that 
definition. Ms. Packer is quoted as saying the sex club 
“regulations” were written “by the gay community” 
whereas they were in fact written by The Coalition 
For Healthy Sex, a group defined by its own bylaws 
not as “the gay community” but as “AIDS and STD 
educators and sex club operators.” 

I have attended those meetings and I don’t recall 
anyone ever stating they (we?) were “the gay communi¬ 
ty” nor that these “regulations” were anything but 
recommendations for commercial sex establishments 
to have and they are not laws and have no legal power. 
The power comes from Dr. Katz’s AIDS Office. Not 
in their most wild fantasies would any sane person 
believe the government of the City & County of San 
Francisco which closed The Church, is “the gay com¬ 
munity.” 

It was Dr. Mitch Katz who told RAT?. he would use 
the City Attorney’s office to make that closure stick. 
For the record, neither Dr. Katz nor Louise Renne 
have — to my knowledge — become card-carrying 
members of “The Gay Community.” They are, 
however, card-carrying and pay voucher carriers of the 
government of the City & County of San Francisco.

Worthy of Honor 

The following letter was sent to Mayor 
Frank Jordan, City Hall, San Francisco: 

As owner of KRJB-FM with my son, Robert Booth 
of San Francisco, I interviewed San Francisco Police 
Officer F. Thomas Cady many times in the interests 
of police community relations. I found him not only 
to be an eloquent spokesman for the Department, but 
a great role model as a San Francisco Police Officer. 

I am aware that Inspector Cady was injured in the 
line of duty and died of his injuries following a pro¬ 
tracted battle with AIDS. However, I assumed, as a 
gay man, he would be treated equitably. 

Sadly, according to Bay Area Reporter writer, Den¬ 
nis Conkin, this is not so. I am appalled. No matter 
what the excuse, I am very angry that his name is not 
to be included on the Wall of Honor. 

In the 1960s, when Officer Charles Hamilton was 
murdered and his funeral ceremonies marred by a 
bombing at the ceremony, we objected to the 
hatemongering. We didn : t care whether Hamilton was 
gay or non-gay. We were concerned about people. The 
station staffers and I, at the time, took a truckload of 
toys to Hamilton’s kids (the murder occurred at 
Christmastime) and I will never forget the faces of his 
two boys who, even at that age, knew their dad 
wouldn’t be with them for Christmas. 

Well, gays and lesbians have families too, and I ab¬ 
solutely refuse to stand by and allow the exclusion of 
Inspector Cady’s name from the Wall of Honor. Cady 
served his community well as do many gay and les¬ 
bian cops. Just as they make no distinctions in perfor¬ 
ming their duties, neither should the Department 
make distinctions when it comes to “how” someone 
died. Cady’s wound caused his death just as surely as 
a criminal’s bullet. The time it took for him to die of 
those wounds is totally irrelevant. More relevant is the 
fact that he died in the service of his community and 
that he was an honorable man. 

Discrimination occurs in subtle ways. Though Chief 
Ribera may not view the exclusion of Cady from the 
Wall of Honor as such, that is the way I and others in 
the community view it. We are willing to stand up and 
be counted for Cady, because he and others like him 
on the force stood up for us. 

I request that Officer Cady’s name be placed on the 
Wall of Honor and appropriate ceremonies be con¬ 
ducted as expeditiously as possible.

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Getting Centered 

Your editorial of March 10, “A Community Center? 
What’s a Community Center?” seems to be confusing 
two very distinct projects that are taking shape in our 
community. 

The first, the conversion of 400 Castro Street from 
a bank into a new AIDS and HIV resource center is 
being undertaken by the AIDS/HIV Life Center. Ac¬ 
cording to Dr. Jim Dilley of UCSF AIDS Health 
Center, who will direct the new programs at 400 
Castro, this center will serve over 10,000 people a year. 
With the endorsement of the broadly-based gay and 
lesbian citizen’s advisory committee to the Board of 
Supervisors, the Life Center and Golden Gate Perfor¬ 
ming Arts (GGPA) have secured the building from 
Bank of America and have created a means with 
which a private business, Noah’s Bagels, will pay for 
its operation over the next seven years, resulting in 
a contribution to the community of over $420,000. In¬ 
cluded in this agreement is a one-time payment for 
the renovation of the building by Noah’s of $120,000. 
When the new Life Center building at Market, 16th 
8s Noe Streets opens in 1996, GGPA will use the space 
for the remaining 4‘/2 years for arts uses. 

Our thanks to theB.A.R. for recognizing that bagels 
are not a threat to the diversity of food and other retail 
services in the Castro neighborhood. To the contrary, 
Noah’s is a conscious corporate citizen that contributes 
to the cleanliness and economic health of other 
neighborhoods in which they are located. 

The second project referred to in the editorial is the 
Gay and Lesbian Community Center. Currently, there 
is a community advisory group set up by Supervisor 
Carole Migden. With a $50,000 grant from the Mayor’s 
Office of Community Development, a feasibility study 
is underway to determine the program and potential 
sites for this project. This does require community in¬ 
put and it is this to which the B.A.R. editorial is refer¬ 
ring to in the second half of its editorial. The 
AIDS/HIV Life Center is in no way associated with 
this project. 

It is unclear what the editor is referring to in the 
final sentence about bureaucracies. It is disappointing 
that all of the references to the 400 Castro St. project 
are about community objection rather than reporting 
that there is overwhelming support from communi¬ 
ty organizers, political action clubs, AIDS service 
agencies, the Board of Supervisors and the Mayor for 
the conversion of 400 Castro Street, principally for 
AIDS and HIV community use rather than exclusive 
commercial use.

I recognized the value and 
the importance of corporate sponsorship and God for¬ 
bid that coverage of the sponsors’ floats be interrupted 
by such commercials — yet the gay Asian contingent 
was conveniently ignored. 

I want television channels 2 and 26 as well as the 
corporate sponsors to know that we who are Asians, 
gays and lesbians, are watching we notice what is hap¬ 
pening and what is not and we are here to make sure 
this “coincidence” does not happen again. We are your 
audience and your consumers. We demand to be 
acknowledged and we will not be ignored anymore. 

For those who did not get to see the parade, my 
apologies. The newspapers said, however, that the gay 
Asian contingent consisted of a lavendar balloon- 
constructed dragon and a float with the reigning 
Mr./Ms. Gay Asian Pacific Alliance. 

Yes, we who are gay and Asian are usually 
characterized by our dark hair, yellow skin and single 
eyelids. We are your sales associates, your hair stylists, 
your mail deliverers, your accountants, your architects, 
your dentists ... and we are your family.

Lifeless Center 

Castro area merchants are not the only people sen¬ 
sitive to the approach the HIV/AIDS Life Center has 
taken toward the community. Consider the parking 
structure proposed for the site of the Harvey Milk 
Memorial Branch Library. Because the multi-AIDS 


service facility to be constructed at Market and Noe 
Streets does not include its own parking facilities, Life 
Center’s Jonathan Pearlman has his sights set on 
redeveloping the land occupied by the nearby branch. 

The issue, once again, is not to debate the services 
of the Life Center pledges to provide. Pearlman’s pro¬ 
mise to provide AIDS/HIV services and parking 
spaces to the neighborhood includes a plan to 
demolish one of the newest branch libraries in the 
system. In exchange, the close-in residents of the area 
would “gain” a five-level parking structure for 100+ 
cars, a newer library and a first floor dedicated to 
retail/commercial space. The issue here is public 
resources and their misappropriation. 

In addition to closing and rebuilding a new branch 
library, this plan would be realized at the expense of 
another public resource — open space — which is ex¬ 
tremely rare in the area. A substantial number of trees, 
many mature, would be eliminated along with the 
landscaped walkway that they shelter behind the 
building. The Prosper Street side would be converted 
into a two-way street to funnel commercial traffic from 
16th and Market Streets into and out of what now 
defines a quiet, pedestrian-oriented neighborhood. 

Many signatures have been gathered on a petition 
raised against this ill-conceived idea. But perhaps the 
most troubling aspect of this plan and the one for a 
community center is the manner in which the Life 
Center’s proponents have swept in with their own 
agenda, tied performing arts organizations in with a 
community bias toward AIDS/HIV services, and left 
many with the sense that there’s little or no room for 
wider public scrutiny or debate. 

Not to minimize either AIDS/HIV services or the 
performing arts, but isn’t it time that we, the public, 
begin to weigh the consequences of redevelopment 
and the lasting impressions we will all have to live 
with — long after the developers have gone? Do we 
really need another parking structure near Market at 
16th 8& Noe with the addition of a new rail line? Do 
we care about density and public open space? What 
are the Life Center’s space requirements in respect to 
their neighbors? And what about life after the Life 
Center leaves its buildings? 

Who, after all, will gain the most from developing 
all three sites: the Bank of America building, the site 
at 16th 86 Noe Streets and (gods forbid!), the Harvey 
Milk Memorial Branch Library? Or do we have 
choices in any of this?

Hayden Turns Up the Heat 


D uring the past cou¬ 
ple weeks, several 
events in this year’s 
race for governor 
assured California voters of 
an exciting, hard-fought battle 
— even if none of the major 
candidates seem any too ex¬ 
citing to most of us. First, 
Democratic state Senator 
Tom Hayden changed what 
most thought would be a two- 
way primary battle when he 
made his candidacy official by 
meeting the March filing 
date. 

Hayden, once considered a 
far-left ultra-liberal, now 
claims that he is running as a 
“messenger of reform” deter¬ 
mined to destroy the power 
of corrupt special interests 
poisoning the foundations of 
democracy. The senator, who 
some feel could draw as

much as 20 percent of the 
Democratic vote in the June 
primary, states, “I am as seri¬ 
ous about this race as I have 
been about civil rights, peace, 
and saving our environment.” 

Neither John Garamendi’s 
nor Kathleen Brown’s camp 
is happy about the late Hay¬ 
den entry, but Pete Wilson 
and his Republican Party 
seem delighted, believing that 
Hayden will force the two 
leading Democratic candi¬ 
dates to the left and make 
them expend more of their fi¬ 
nancial resources in the June 
primary. Millionaire Hayden, 
who is reportedly willing to 
shell out plenty of his own 
money in this contest, has 
spent more than 30 years in 
the forefront of nearly every 
progressive political move¬ 
ment in this country, from the 
civil rights and anti-war strug¬ 
gles of the 1960s to the envi¬ 
ronmental battles of the ’80s 
and ’90s. He also has re¬ 
spectable statewide name 
identification (thanks to his 
former marriage to Jane “Mrs. 
Ted Turner” Fonda). Tom 
Hayden is not expected to be 
the Democratic candidate in 
the November election, but 
his candidacy clearly changes 
the dynamics of the June 
Democratic primary. 

Kathleen Brown, mean¬ 
while, is finding out that hav¬ 
ing all the campaign funds in 
the world does not necessari¬ 
ly mean winning the election. 
Witness, she abruptly 
changed campaign managers 
last week; however, she 
might want to pick up the 
phone and put in a call to 
onetime gubernatorial candi¬ 
date Dianne Feinstein before 
she signs away the ranch to 


Clint Reilly. 

Yes, the campaign for the 
Democratic nomination will 
be interesting to watch. 
Though some political ob¬ 
servers think of Clint Reilly, 
Brown’s new guru, as a loose 
cannon, I think that if I were 
a betting man, I’d put it all 
(well, maybe not all) on Kath¬ 
leen Brown to win in June 
and go on to dump Pete Wil¬ 
son in November. Stay tuned 
on this one.

Friends like 
Milton Marks are rare in pol¬ 
itics nowadays. 

Vice President A1 Gore is 
expected to be the star guest 
speaker at the California 
Democratic Party Convention 
slated for April 15-17 in LA. 

Those who caught Madon¬ 
na at the AIDS Dance-A- 
Thon (well, someone must 
have spotted her since over 
7,000 jammed the Moscone 
Center) tell me she danced for 
hours, sporting a diamond 
nose stud, a babushka and 
low-slung pants as she boo¬ 
gied with Oscar nominee 
Rosie Perez and LA Law 
star Debi Mazar. The event, 
as you probably now know, 
raised more than $851,000 to be 
split among six local AIDS or¬ 
ganizations. 

When the Berkeley City 
Council voted 5-3 last week to 
appoint gay businessman Jeff 
Leiter as its new interim may¬ 
or (he will serve until the 
November election), he re¬ 
portedly agreed not to run for 
a full term. I can’t say as I un¬ 
derstand that thinking. If the 
guy does a good job, I think 
he should run for a full term, 
and in fact, I’m told some are 
already encouraging him to 
do just that. 

Stars of the international 
ballet world performed last 
Sunday in London in memo¬ 
ry of the late legendary 
dancer Rudolf Nureyev in a 
benefit for London AIDS

groups. The benefit cleared 
$150,000, but ticket sales were 
hurt by the withdrawal of 
Mikhail Baryshnikov, who 
had to cancel but sent a wire 
calling Nureyev a dancer 
“who possessed almost super¬ 
human power, and no one 
could escape his magic spell.” 
San Francisco’s Natalia Mak¬ 
arova was one of the stars 
performing; Nureyev died in 
January 1993, at age 54, after 
a long AIDS illness. 

A civil/gay rights flap is al¬ 
ready occurring over the 1996 
Summer Olympic Games to 
be held in Atlanta. It seems 
organizers have scheduled 
Olympic events in nearby 
Cobb County (Georgia), where 
officials recently passed a res¬ 
olution that condemns the 
“gay lifestyle.” The Atlanta 
Committee for the Olympic 
Games says, however, that 
the decision to hold events in 
the Cobb County city of Mari¬ 
etta will not be changed. 
More to come, I’m sure, on 
this one. 

An easy re-election victory 
for state Senator Quentin 
Kopp this November. Kopp’s 
Democratic opponent will be 
the anti-gay Democrat, 
Patrick Fitzgerald, and his 
GOP nemesis will be the 
perennial candidate for one 
post or another, Tom 
Spinosa. 

Assemblymembers John 
Burton and Willie Brown are 
both shoo-ins for yet another 
term; the GOP couldn’t beat 
these two guys with even the 
name “Eisenhower” on the 
ticket. 

Meanwhile, congratula¬ 
tions to Public Defender Jeff 
Brown and City Assessor 
Doris Ward, who both won 
four-year terms by default. 

Desert Republicans appear 
certain to nominate former 
Palm Springs Mayor Sonny 
“I’m Running for Congress, 
Babe” Bono as their candidate 
in the 44th Congressional Dis¬ 
trict. Those watching this race 
tell me this gay-unfriendly guy 
has a good chance of winning.

S ince my last column, 
the opinion page of a 
local daily has been 
graced by two com¬ 
mentaries on lesbians. The 
first, by Lawrence Lipking 
and excerpted from the New 
Republic magazine, asks, 
among other things, “When 
was the lesbian invented?” 
The other, by Patrick Bu¬ 
chanan, compares Camp Sis¬ 
ter Spirit to a brothel, a nud¬ 
ist camp, and a Nazi march 
through Skokie. 

While Lipking’s full-page 
piece pretends to take serious¬ 
ly two books by and about 
lesbians, it seems to trivialize 
the fact that these books actu¬ 
ally take lesbians seriously.

The architecture of his rhet¬ 
oric is almost too layered to 
see his point, yet the tone of 
condescension rings plenty 
clear. 

Buchanan pretends to ad¬ 
dress rights and freedoms, in¬ 
sisting that “Folks in Ovett 
have no right to seize the 
Hensons’ camp, or shoot 
them, but they are perfectly 
free to let the lesbians know 
they are unwanted, that their 
behavior, by community stan¬ 
dards, is lewd, immoral and 
intolerable.” 

But, by calling the Hen¬ 
sons the “provocateurs” who 
“want to defecate on the val¬ 
ues of a traditional communi¬ 
ty without suffering any of 
the social sanction from the 
people they are offending,” 
Buchanan is, by my stan¬ 
dards, the one defecating, and 
in my local daily. 

(Mr. Buchanan, since you 
acknowledge in your article 
that you keep tabs on the Bay 
Area Reporter, I hope you 
are reading and will look me 
up next time you visit our 
city, so that you can meet at 
least one of the people you 
are offending.) 

It’s one thing to define les¬ 
bianism as “lewd” or “im¬ 
moral.” But, by choosing to 
call it “intolerable,” Buchan¬ 
an leaves open the door for 
the bigots to act, as if the 
presence of Camp Sister Spir¬ 
it interferes with their lives 
rather than simply offends 
their own subjective “stan¬ 
dards.” 

If these women will not be 
tolerated by their neighbors, 
then what will be done to 
them? What actions are we to 
suppose Buchanan sees with¬ 
in the realm of making toler¬ 
able the “intolerable?” 

Citing the Washington 
Times — a newspaper that 
has been traced to the Unifi¬ 
cation Church of Reverend 
Moon — Buchanan suggests 
that the women have fabricat¬ 
ed the story about the dead 
dog. “There’s a lot of hoke 
and hype here,” writes Bu¬ 
chanan. Of the slain dog that 
the Hensons say was draped 
on their mailbox, Buchanan 
writes that “the poor beast 
could have been walking by 
Camp Sister Spirit, poked its 
head through the fence out of 
curiosity, seen what was go¬ 
ing on — and dropped dead on 
the spot.” 

It’s no wonder Buchanan 
cannot see the harassment of 
the Hensons as a bigotry is¬ 


sue. 

Fortunately, Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Janet Reno sees the lack 
of response from the sheriff s 
office for what it is, saying, 
“Intolerance and bigotry by 
some of the people of Ovett 
has no place in this country.” 

Buchanan doesn’t like it. 
He wants to see the govern¬ 
ment standard match “the 
standard of the book in which 
the decent folks of Ovett be¬ 
lieve, a book that holds les¬ 
bianism to be an affront to 
God’s law” and asks “just 
when did Janet Reno’s anti- 
biblical beliefs become Amer¬ 
ica’s moral yardstick?” 

The claim that the book to 
which Buchanan refers actual¬ 
ly holds lesbianism to be an 
affront to God is debate 
enough to fill a column. I 
have no doubt that the Jesus 
described in the four Gospels 
would be standing with the 
Hensons in Ovett. But, even if 
the 11th Commandment were 
“Thou shalt not be a lesbian,” 

I resent Buchanan’s efforts to 
flush the separation of church 
and state down the toilet. 
Here it is mid-March, and I’m 
faithfully filling out my 1040 
so that I will dutifully pay my 
income tax on time. And, to 
paraphrase Sojourner Truth, 
ain’t I a citizen? 

Dead-end strategy 

The common response to 
“Christian homophobia” (oh, 
that it were the oxymoron it 
appears to be!) is to suggest 
that homosexuality must be 
okay since God created the 
homosexual. If only we could 
eliminate the bigot’s belief 
that homosexuality is a 
choice, we’d bring the bigot 
to understanding and accep¬ 
tance. Right? 

Well, the first 40 minutes 
of this week’s edition of 60 
Minutes demonstrated just 
what a dead end this strategy 
can be. Morley Safer profiled 
the Reverend Mel White, 
who came out of the closet af¬ 
ter years as the ghost writer 
and confidant for men like 
Jerry Falwell, Pat Robertson, 
and Jim Baker. 

When Safer asked Falwell 
if he thought White had cho¬ 
sen to be a homosexual, Fal¬ 
well replied, “No. I believe 
that he could have chosen not 
to be a homosexual. I believe 
that God has provided, 
through Christ, deliverance 
from every kind of aberrant 
behavior.” 

Although White and his 
ex-wife remain friends, and 
his sons appeared to be sup¬ 
portive of their father, Fal¬ 
well characterized White’s 
coming out as “pure abject 
selfishness” for its impact on 
his family. 

I have no doubt that the 
producers knew just what 
parallels they were creating 
by having “Mel White’s Se¬ 
cret” follow a segment on the 
Holocaust deniers. Even 
when Mike Wallace offered 
concrete evidence of Nazi 
plans and initiatives to exter¬ 
minate Jews in Germany, 
Ernst Zundel clung to the 
myths that he wanted to be¬ 
lieve, asserting that the evi¬ 
dence — including audio 
recordings and a handwritten 
speech — had been fabricated. 

While it’s true that some 
people are able to examine 
their own prejudices, to chal¬ 
lenge their own beliefs, others

will not allow their myths to 
be moved by mere evidence. 

Whether we are ten per¬ 
cent of the population or one 
percent, as that bizarro sur¬ 
vey last year suggested, some 
people are going to believe 
we are and ought to be treat¬ 
ed as second-class citizens. 
Likewise, regardless of what 
the size of the hypothalamus 
might prove, some bigots are 
going to hang on to their ig¬ 
norance and hatred. 

The fact that women are 
half the human population 
has little bearing on the sever¬ 
ity of sexism in a culture. Al¬ 
though science fails to prove 
racial superiority, people dis¬ 
criminate, and stereotypes die 
hard. 

Perhaps some of today’s 
bigots would soften if they be¬ 
lieved it wasn’t my fault that 
I’m a lesbian. They’d pity my 
condition rather than fear and 
condemn me. That’s not a 
gain I’m fighting for. Conde¬ 
scension is only a step away 
from intolerance. 

If a judge in Virginia can 
rule that a mother is an unfit 
parent because she is a les¬ 
bian, then it does not matter 
whether her lesbianism is be¬ 
lieved to be an evil, selfish 
choice or an unavoidable con¬ 
dition to be pitied. What mat¬ 
ters is that lesbians continue 
to lose custody of their chil¬ 
dren because they love wom¬ 
en. 

When the big brass in the 
military wants gays out, or at 
least invisible, they aren’t in¬ 
terested in the percentages or 
the cause, they are simply 
hanging on to their lies about 
who we are. 

Frankly, I don’t care 
whether my lesbianism is in¬ 
stinctive or acquired. I don’t 
know what combinations of 
biology and experience might 
have caused me to feel the in¬ 
timacy, attraction, and love I 
feel for women. I don’t care if 
God or girlfriend causes my 
knees to go weak and my in¬ 
nards to get giddy. 

I am a woman by birth, by 
biology, by nature, and some 
will see that as my destiny. 

I am also a citizen in a 
country which has claimed to 
value a separation between 
church and state. The state 
has declared certain acts 
against the law, whether or 
not a person commits them 
out of nature or nurture. 

Whether I kill by instinct 
or by choice, I have broken 
the law. Similarly, if I love in¬ 
stinctively, I have broken no 
law; if I love by choice, I have 
broken no law. My love de¬ 
serves as much protection 
and respect as any other. 

I am far more interested in 
when lesbians will achieve 
equal rights and protection 
under the law than when the 
lesbian was invented. ▼

LAVA Awards to 
Honor Lesbian Achievers

The second annual LAVA 
Award Ceremony and Benefit 
Dinner pays tribute to three 
women who have been recog¬ 
nized as “Lesbians of Achieve¬ 
ment, Vison and Action.” 

On Saturday, April 2, at 
the Westin St. Francis Hotel, 
this event, sponsored by Bay 
Area Career Women (BACW), 
will honor women who have, 
according to BACW Presi¬ 
dent Laurel Donoho, “en¬ 
hanced the image, empower¬ 
ment or understanding of les¬ 
bians within and outside the 
lesbian community.” 

Co-ordinator of the LAVA 
awards, Betsy York, notes 
that “the event sold out in 
two weeks last year, indicat¬ 
ing that people support this 
kind of function.” It’s one that 
recognizes the work of les¬ 
bians in a wide range of areas 
(in a much more inclusive 
way than do comparable 
events of lesbian organiza¬ 
tions in Boston and Los Ange¬ 
les), and also serves as a cele¬ 
bration and fundraiser for les¬ 
bian activities supported by 
the BACW’s “A Fund of Our 
Own.” 

The increasing visibility of 
lesbians has made it possible, 
York remarks, “to take a new 
approach to developing a 
market for lesbians to offer fi¬ 
nancial support” to lesbian 
projects and organizations, 
and the LAVA awards dinner 
and ceremony is one event 
that is a reasonably priced, ac¬ 
cessible way for them to do 
so. “This asks lesbians to 
come out as lesbians, York 
states, “as well as to think 
philanthropically.” 

The keynote speaker for 
the event is Deborah L. John- 
son-Rolon, founder of The 
Motivational Institute (TMI), a 
nationally known speaker, 
and a board member of the 
National Gay and Lesbian 
Task Force and the National 
Black Gay and Lesbian Lead¬ 
ership Forum. She and her 
life partner won a landmark 
civil rights case when they 
sued a Los Angeles restaurant 
which refused to seat the cou¬ 
ple in its “romantic” section. 
Their precedent-setting suit 
changed both Los Angeles 
and California state laws. 

Terrific Trio 

York notes that since the 
overwhelming response to 
last year’s awards, “We have 
enough women nominated for 
awards for 10 years. There 
are so many women to be 
honored that we’ll just keep 
going.” And, as the honoring 
continues, York predicts that 
“our visibility will increase.” 

The recipients of this 
year’s awards are Ruth Ma- 
haney in the area of public 
service, Lisbeth Tellefsen for 
community service, and De¬ 
bra Chasnoff for private cre¬ 
ation. 

Ruth Mahaney is a distin¬ 
guished educator known for 
her work in women’s studies 
throughout the West. She was 
a founder of that department 
at Sonoma State and has 
been a member of San Fran¬ 
cisco State University’s wom¬ 
en’s studies faculty for the 
past 13 years, a lecturer on 
women’s and lesbian issues, 
a member of the board of the 
Gay/Lesbian Historical Soci¬ 
ety of Northern California, an 
organizer of national confer¬

ences and an activist in many 
areas, particularly against 
racism, sexism, homophobia 
and physicalism. 

Lisbeth Tellefsen, a co¬ 
founder of Ache: A Journal 
for Lesbians of African De¬ 
scent, is a musician (a mem¬ 
ber of the electronic marimba 
band D’Cuckoo), an editor, ac¬ 
tivist, photographer and video 
artist. Tellefsen founded 
“Ache Presents,” which has 
produced over 40 educational 
and cultural events, and is the 
recipient of the Harriet Tub- 
man and Women’s Commit¬ 
tee Awards of the National 
Black Gay and Lesbian Lead¬ 
ership Forum. 

Honored in the area of pri¬ 
vate creation, Debra Chas¬ 
noff, who came out on nation¬ 
al television when she accept¬ 
ed an Academy Award for 
Best Documentary (for Dead¬ 
ly Deception: General Elec¬ 
tric, Nuclear Weapons and 
Our Environment), continues 
to inspire with her indepen¬ 
dent film and video produc¬ 
tion. She and her life partner 
Kim Klausner have made a 
documentary about lesbian 
parenting. She is also the di¬ 
rector of a company that pro¬ 
duces films and videos for 
public interest groups, is cur¬ 
rently working on a series de¬ 
signed to address and prevent 
homophobia among elemen¬ 
tary school children, and is 
developing a feature film 
about Karen Thompson and 
Sharon Kowalski. Chasnoff 
co-founded OUT/LOOK, the 
late, lamented national gay 
and lesbian quarterly, of 
which she was executive edi¬ 
tor. 

Of her nomination for the 
LAVA award, Chasnoff says 
that she “was totally sur¬ 
prised” by it, and is “moved 
and honored to have been 
chosen for it.” Recognition of 
this kind is something “that 
fuels me to keep on doing 
this kind of work, even when 
there are a lot of forces in our 
culture that would pressure 
us into abandoning it, or do¬ 
ing something more conven¬ 
tional.” 

Enjoyable Evening 

The work of lesbians who 
have been active in their indi¬ 
vidual geographic areas will 
be recognized with regional 
awards, with this year’s batch 
going to Marian Martino, 
Katherine A. O’Hanlan, Wig- 
gsy Silvertsen, and Margaret 
Walker. 

Sure to make the evening 
an enjoyable event will be 
mistress of ceremonies Joann 
Loulan, author, sex therapist 
and educator, known for her 
entertaining and informative 
workshops and seminars 
about lesbian sex and rela¬ 
tionships. Loulan, a popular 
speaker, is the author of Les¬ 
bian Sex, Lesbian Passion: 
Loving Ourselves and Each 


Other and The Lesbian Erot¬ 
ic Dance: Butch, Femme, and 
Other Rhythms. 

The event benefits the 
community-based A Fund of 
Our Own, which provides 
grants to lesbian projects and 
organizations in the health, 
arts, culture, human services, 
education and legal rights are¬ 
nas. Created by the Commu¬ 
nity Relations Committee of 
BACW five years ago, A 
Fund of Our Own has raised 
nearly $100,000 for lesbian 
concerns.

S.F. Justice Goes to Pot 

Why is D.A. Arlo Smith Hounding a Second PWA to Death?

According to the pound or 
so of xeroxed official docu¬ 
ments obtained by the Bay 
Area Reporter, relating to 
the investigation and indict¬ 
ment of a San Francisco 
PWA on marijuana charges, 
taking seven or eight different 
AIDS drugs isn’t enough to 
prove you’ve given traditional 
medications a fair chance — 
but receiving any of these 
medications by mail makes 
you a likely suspect. Any in¬ 
door cultivation of the horti¬ 
cultural kind can get the long 
snout of the law wet and 
quivery — but especially if you 
dispose of your garden waste 
in the lawfully prescribed 
manner. 

In a revelation bound to 
surprise experts in nutrition 
for the immune-compromised, 
the DA’s office argues that 
being unable to keep food 
down long enough to digest it 
doesn’t jeopardize health. 

Terrance Alan’s world has 
been suffused with the surre¬ 
al since the night about a 
dozen officers from three gov¬ 
ernment agencies kicked his 
door down in the summer of 
1993. The 40-year-old San 
Franciscan subsequently lost 
his lover, Randal Pacheco, to 
the ravages of AIDS, and has 
since been suspected of in¬ 
venting Randal’s very exis¬ 
tence; his own health has suf¬ 
fered, and he’s been accused 
of being too healthy; and he’s 
been bombarded with propo¬ 
sitions, like the above, right 
out of some deadly parody of 
Alice in Wonderland. All be¬ 
cause the officers found mar¬ 
ijuana growing on the premis¬ 
es, marijuana that Alan’s offi¬ 
cial “confession” (written that 
night under the threat of the 
very sick Randal being 
hauled off to jail) states was 
grown and consumed for re¬ 
lief of AIDS-related symp¬ 
toms. 

Now, scheduled to go to 
trial April 4, Alan retains an 
air of faith in humanity this 
reporter can only hope is not 
naive, when he cites the sup¬ 
port he’s received. “Everyone 
I talk to can’t believe this is 
happening, and they ask what 
they can do to help. People I 
know in the business commu¬ 
nity, raising families, ask 
what they can do. Their kids 
say they’ve talked about it in 
their classrooms. Nobody’s 
said, ‘well, it’s about time 
they started rounding up peo¬ 
ple like you!”’ 

He cites the fact that citi¬ 
zens voted overwhelmingly in 
favor of ballot Proposition P, 
which supported decriminal¬ 
ization of medicinal marijua¬ 
na use. About 80 percent of 
San Franciscans voted for the 
proposition in 1992, which 
gives Alan some optimism: “If 
we can interpolate from the 
percentage of people who vot¬ 
ed for Proposition P to the 
composition of a jury of my 
peers, that’s at least ten who 
would argue for acquittal,” he 
told the B.A.R. 

The evidence is garbage 

Many more San Francis¬ 
cans than that would be likely 
to sympathize with one of 
Terrance Alan’s suspicious 
behaviors: on repeated occa¬ 
sions, between February 1 
and May 5, 1993, he actually 
parked his vehicle near his 
house, according to the affi¬ 


davit of Special Agent James 
A. Caldwell. 

Additionally, Mr. Alan was 
observed entering his resi¬ 
dence with what appeared to 
be a set of keys. His garbage 
was placed in a small utility 
room where the building’s 
residents garbage cans were 
kept, and his garbage (he has 
a garden outside) was ob¬ 
served to contain plant mate¬ 
rial. If that isn’t damning 
enough, the garbage was con¬ 
tained in large, dark-colored 
plastic bags. 

While much of Mr. Cald¬ 
well’s statement turns out to 
refer to structures or appli¬ 
ances in other rental units on 
the property, rather than to 
Alan’s, the fact that Alan pos¬ 
sessed plain white envelopes 
is undisputed — and as is com¬ 
monly known, they are 
exactly what a big-time crim¬ 
inal mastermind would use to 
receive huge sums of money 
in. One envelope in the 
garbage seemed especially 
suspicious: it specified expe¬ 
dited delivery! 

Th envelope in question 
was from a pharmaceutical 
company and contained a le¬ 
gal, if not wholly adequate, 
approved AIDS treatment; 
that did not stop District At¬ 
torney Arlo Smith’s office 
from arguing that Alan and 
Pacheco hadn’t in fact given 
conventional medicine a 
chance: Section C cites “de¬ 
fendant’s lack of attempt to 
seek and obtain lawful and 
medically-prescribed solutions 
to problems he believed he 
had.”) 

D.A. finds AIDS cure? 

But by far the biggest 
news was contained in Assis¬ 
tant District Attorney Stewart 
Jankowitz’s motion to exclude 
from the trial consideration of 
the defendant’s medical 
needs. Most B.A.R. readers 
will be surprised to learn 
that, for people with AIDS, 
there exist “adequate” means 
“to treat any and all of his al¬ 
leged [AIDS-related] medical 
problems.” 

Dr. Mitchell Katz, head of 
the San Francisco Health De¬ 
partment’s AIDS Office, dis¬ 
agrees. “There is good access 
to available drugs,” he com¬ 
mented guardedly, “but the 
available drugs are inade¬ 
quate to cure or even signifi¬ 
cantly alter the course of dis¬ 
ease.” 

If it’s a troubling sign that 
the D.A. can contend, against 
horrific years of experience, 
that we have “adequate” 
AIDS medicines, and that the 
complicated and nausea-in¬ 
ducing legal pharmacopoeia 
Randal Pacheco deployed to 
battle his illness was some¬ 
how insufficient to show he’d 
sincerely sought “solutions to 
problems he believed he 
had,” the fact is, Pacheco’s 
needs are never considered. 
The document’s almost total 
erasure of his existence is 
chilling. 

In part of his affidavit, 
Special Agent Caldwell states 
he’s “of the opinion Terrance 
Alan may be using the name 
Randal Pacheco as an alias.” 
Randal, being very ill, had 
sold his vehicle when he 
ceased to drive it, and didn’t 
feel up to going out much. 

While painstaking compar¬ 
isons of their PG&E bills 
with those of the posh and 
presumably well-insulated

homes on Hidalgo Terrace 
may have revealed the two 
men’s apartment used a lot of 
kilowatts, it didn’t necessarily 
mean an indoor marijuana 
ranch, just that Randal suf¬ 
fered from chills, so Alan 
kept their place warm, as any¬ 
one would do for a loved 
one’s discomfort. 

The only place his exis¬ 
tence is even recognized by 
implication is where Alan is 
charged with “furnishing or 
giving away” marijuana. The 
homophobia in Pacheco’s era¬ 
sure is noteworthy — imagine 
the response if this story’s 
protagonists were a hetero¬ 
sexual married couple — and 
its arrogance, when the man 
has died of these “problems 
he believed he had,” unbeliev¬ 
able. 


Health hearing to come 

Alan also has support at 
the San Francisco Board of 
Supervisors. At the March 21 
meeting of the board, hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
in assets seized in drug inves¬ 
tigations were under consider¬ 
ation. Openly lesbian Supervi¬ 
sor Susan Leal advocated us¬ 
ing the monies for youth drug 
education, rather than more 
narcotics police, and Board 
President Angela Alioto, who 
has called the D.A.’s handling 
of the Alan case “heinous,” 
took the opportunity to tell 
Alan’s story, pointing out that 
$1,000 of the fund was rent 
money seized from him, 
when he has not even gone to 
trial, much less been convict¬ 
ed, on drug-related charges. 
She called for consideration 
of Alan’s situation at a special 
hearing of the Board’s com¬ 
mittee on health, chaired by 
Supervisor Kevin Shelley. 

Supervisor Terence Halli- 
nan, author of the strongly 
worded city resolution in sup¬ 
port of decriminalization of 
medical marijuana use, also 
stated his support of Alan, 
condemning incumbent Dis¬ 
trict Attorney Arlo Smith as 
“out of line.” For Hallinan, 
the fact that 80 percent of the 
voters, the mayor, the chief of 
police, and the Board of Su¬ 
pervisors all approved of let¬ 
ting PWAs use marijuana 
“should have been sufficient. 

“As far as I’m concerned, 
anyone who’s using marijuana 
for a medical condition 
should have it,” he said. “Pe¬ 
riod.” ▼

Beantown, Inspired by S.F., 
Launches Needle Exchange Program

BOSTON — Addicts who 
inject their drugs can now, 
without fear of arrest, take 
part in a state-sponsored nee¬ 
dle-exchange program that 
began March 7 in Boston and 
Cambridge to help fight the 
spread of AIDS. 

Boston becomes the 20th 
major city in the country to 
have such a program. 

Under the state-funded pi¬ 
lot program, clean needles 
will be distributed to addicts 
from a van weekdays at spe¬ 
cial sites around the city. 

Injecting drug addicts who 
participate in the program 
will be given an enrollment 
card that allows them to ex¬ 
change used injection equip¬ 
ment for clean equipment, 
and will protect them from 


arrest for possession of non¬ 
prescription syringes and nee¬ 
dles. 

Massachusetts remains one 
of nine states where both pos¬ 
session and over-the-counter 
sales of non-prescription injec¬ 
tion equipment are illegal. 

AIDS activists note those 
nine states are among those 
having the highest incidences 
of HIV infection and AIDS. 

The sponsors of the effort 
hope it will clear the way for 
a comprehensive statewide 
program. 

Health officials estimate 
there are some 40,000 to 
60,000 drug users at risk for 
HIV statewide. 

The program is the result 
of five years of efforts by 
AIDS activists. 

Health officials said the 
HIV virus that causes AIDS is 


spreading more rapidly 
among drug addicts who use 
syringes and needles to inject 
drugs. 

AIDS activists noted the 
success of such exchange pro¬ 
grams in New York and San 
Francisco, as reported in the 
January 12 issue of the Jour¬ 
nal of the American Medical 
Association. 

“Needle exchanges will 
work to slow the spread of 
AIDS, and if coupled with ac¬ 
cess to drug treatment pro¬ 
grams, will also reduce addic¬ 
tion as well,” said Yale Medi¬ 
cal School professor Dr. 
Robert Heimer. 

Under the law signed last 
year by Governor William 
Weld, the state will allot 
$100,000 a year to administer 
the needle program. ▼ 


Five Men Accuse NYC Cop of Sodomy

NEW YORK - New York 
police are investigating 
charges that one of their own 
used his badge to stop at least 
five livery van employees, 
and his gun to force them to 
submit to sodomy, while on 
the job. 

Attorneys Leon Greenberg 
and Adam Thompson said 
the Rockaway, Queens, offi¬ 
cer would stop black male im¬ 
migrants driving livery vans, 


take the men to a secluded lo¬ 
cation and sodomize them, 
sometimes at gunpoint. 

Police Department spokes¬ 
person Officer Andrew Mcln- 
nis said, “Those allegations, 
like all allegations frivolous 
and serious, will be thorough¬ 
ly investigated by the Police 
Department and the Queens 
District Attorney.” 

The officer, Reggie Rivera, 
remained on regular duty, 
part of which includes en¬ 
forcement against illegal liv¬ 
ery vans. 


Mclnnis would not re¬ 
spond to a report in the New 
York Post that police are in¬ 
vestigating whether the alle¬ 
gations were made falsely to 
avenge summonses Rivera 
had issued. 

Lawyers for the livery van 
workers said only one of the 
alleged attacks occurred in 
view of witnesses. They also 
said other attacks took place 
but that victims have moved 
away or were too intimidated 
to come forward. ▼

The ultra-conservative 
right and so-called Christian 
fundamentalist fanatics have 
in recent years gained both in 
numbers and in the free reign 
that they have had to dissem¬ 
inate their hatred and lies 
about gay and lesbian people. 

Now the task of uniting 
and mobilizing the progres¬ 
sive community, to stop the 
malignant spread of fundy 
propaganda, is more than pos¬ 
sible: there is, in fact, a sim¬ 
ple way that anyone can use 
to relegate them to obscurity. 

Every member of the 
gay/lesbian community, as 
well as those heterosexuals 
who stand for the principle of 
equality, can participate; it 
does not involve attending 
any meetings or participating 
in any marches or protests; it 
can be done by the most “out” 
or the most “closeted” person. 
In fact, people don’t even 
have to leave the comfort of 
their own homes to do it. And 
it costs only pennies. In addi-

tion, it can also be loads of 
fun in a uniquely perverse 
way. 

What on Earth could possi¬ 
bly accomplish so much? The 
pen, long heralded as mighti¬ 
er than the sword — even 
theirs — and the telephone. As 
crazy as it sounds, the ability 
to destroy each and every ho¬ 
mophobic preacher exists, by 
the simple act of writing to 
them or calling them. 

The best way to defeat, de¬ 
flate, and devastate any ene¬ 
my is to hit them where it 
hurts the most; in the case of 
fundies, that means their 
bank accounts. Gays, lesbians 
and civil rights supporters 
could bankrupt the aim-gay 


bigots in no time at all, sim¬ 
ply by writing or calling a 
few of them a few times. 

How they work 

Fundy organizations are 
entirely dependent on the 
money they are able to raise 
from susceptible or like-mind¬ 
ed people. And the only way 
most of them can do this is 
through a very sophisticated 
system of direct mailings, 
aimed at “hooking” prospec¬ 
tive contributors — preferably 
to solicit continuing financial 
contributions: in some cases, 
for a lifetime. In order to per¬ 
petuate their very existence, 
the majority of the money 
they raise must then be used 
to raise more money. This 
has been developed into a 
very sophisticated, multi-mil¬ 
lion dollar operation. 

Fortunately for their ene¬ 
mies — primarily lesbians and 
gays these days — the system 
they have built has an 
Achilles’ Heel. The cam¬ 
paigns have become increas¬ 
ingly expensive to operate, 
due to the offers of costly, 
multi-color literature, books, 
video and cassette tapes, as 
well as the necessity of ac¬ 
quiring and maintaining cost¬ 
ly computer systems and sup¬ 
port personnel to handle all 
of this. There is also the huge 
cost of postage itself. But they 
have had to, and are willing 
to continue to, spend such 
vast sums of money because 
the campaigns have been 
proven to be quite effective 
and have raised large sums of 
money. 

Of course, if the system 
was not so productive and 
profitable, and if it cost more 
to send out a mailing than the 
organizations could recover 
from prospective donors, 
they, like most businesses, 
would be forced to go out of 
business. 


And what could possibly 
be more non-productive and 
non-profitable than sending 
these appeals to people who 
will never send them money, 
namely their enemies? 

What if a large percentage 
of the people that received 
these costly mailings simply 
threw them in the garbage 
can? As it became more and 
more difficult for the right 
wing groups to raise money 
(as more and more propagan¬ 
da that was sent did not re¬ 
sult in a donation) they would 
quickly spiral out of business. 
They cannot perpetuate their 
homophobia without money 
from their solicitation cam¬ 
paigns, but by diluting their 
potential donor pool with 
more and more “no way in 
Hell will they get a cent from 
me” gay and lesbian people, 
they will be effectively extin¬ 
guished. 

Moreover, the homo¬ 
phobes have built a “killer 
virus” into their system they 
may regret: anyone who has 
ever ordered a catalogue or a 
product from TV knows that 
once they are added to one 
mailing list they will eventu¬ 
ally appear on many, many 
others. Fundies also share 
and/or sell their mailing lists 
to each other, so those who 
get involved in this campaign 
may soon fine they are con¬ 
tributing to the demise of a 
host of fundy organizations 
simply by not contributing to 
any of them. 

What about the trash? 

With a little imagination 
the avalanche of paper that 
will find its way to lesbians’ 
and gays’ mailboxes could be 
put to good use. Perhaps recy¬ 
cling bins could be placed at 
strategic locations, and the 
collected paper could be sold, 
with the proceeds contributed 
to AIDS groups or Planned 
Parenthood. Clubs and bars 
could have contests to see 
who can collect the most 
pounds of this junk. Or how 
about a big bonfire in every 
city in the nation on 
Stonewall Day, using you- 
know-what for fuel? 

Or how about composting 
Jerry Falwell’s latest letter to 
use as mulch in the AIDS 
grove in Golden Gate Park? 
Cassettes and videotapes 
could be erased and used to 
make new tapes for PWAs, or 
to send out positive, truthful 
information about the gay/les¬ 
bian community — possibly 
even sending the recycled 
tapes back to the very people 
who sent them in the first 
place! 

Much of the anti-gay mate¬ 
rial is produced with the ex¬ 
pectation of a high return on 
the dollar, and is therefore 
very slick — and very expen¬ 
sive. What would it cost for 
the homophobic and misogy¬ 
nist Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints to send a 
copy of the Book of Mormon 
to even half of the gay and 
lesbian people in just San 
Francisco alone? Such a huge 
waste of Mormon money 
doesn’t seem impossible: the 
church takes to the television 
with offers to send one of the 
costly books to anyone, free 
of charge, every day (just call 
1-800-826-8080). Of course, 
those who do call may then 
get a visit from a pair of cute 
little Mormon missionaries, 
which can lead to a difficult 
decision: whether to turn 
them away or try to turn 
them around. 
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Just part of the Christian Coalition's own special spin on 
burning issues of the day. A perfect coffee-table addition for 
the well-rounded gay.

give it — and even encourage 
the fundies to call them back, 
since the fundraising group 
must pay for each call, as well 
as the salary of the people to 
make them. 

The same is true in the 
case of “toll-free” 800 num¬ 


bers, which are free to the 
gay and lesbian caller, but 
very expensive for the 
fundies who face another no- 
return-on-the-dollar proposi¬ 
tion. And the occasional kind¬ 
ly blue-haired volunteer may 
either find out that we are not 
the evil devils that they were 
led to believe — as sensible 
people who know gay and les¬ 
bian people invariably do — or 
they may give up volunteer¬ 
ing in disgust or fear that 
they may have to talk to a ho¬ 
mosexual.

Knowledge is power 

TV fundamentalists pray 
that people jot down their ad¬ 
dresses and write, requesting 
whatever they are hawking; 
they just aren’t praying for a 
high percentage of lesbian and 
gay respondents. But those les¬ 
bians and gays who do have 
the very little time it takes to 
respond, and a few cents in 
postage, will soon find their 
mailboxes full of expensive, 
homophobic literature. Some 
will get a laugh reading some 
of it; others will be sick to 
their stomachs. 

That pain, most agree, is 
worth it: knowledge is power, 
particularly knowledge about 
what an enemy is saying. And 
who knows? We may at long 
last find out what that illusive 
“Homosexual Agenda” that 
they are always talking about 
is. 

The important thing to bear 
in mind is simply this: Every 
letter, booklet, or tape that 
you receive represents money 
that they will NOT be receiv¬ 
ing. 

Write Dr. Kennedy now, 
and tell your friends to write. 
Send several requests. Use 
your middle name, your drag 
name, your dogs’ and cats’ 
names, whatever. By doing 
this you will multiply the ef¬ 
fect even more! And remem¬ 
ber, every hate-filled piece of 
literature that is sent to a gay 
or lesbian is one more that is 
NOT being sent to a potential 
homophobe.

BuCast 

A safety and pharmacokinetics study of BuCast, an 
analogue of Castanospermine that comes from Moreton 
Bay Chestnut trees. We need 40-60 volunteers in the next 

2 months for a two-part study. Part one looks for the max¬ 
imum tolerated doses in humans when BuCast is given as 
a single dose. Spend 36 hours at Saint Francis, and come 
back each morning for 2 hours on the following 7 days. 
Study pays $500 for successful completion. CD4 T-cells 
over 500, no significant disease. Part 2 will open later in 

the Spring. 

Nevirapine 

For volunteers with from 200-500 CD4 T-cells. Nevirapine 
is a non-nucleoside reverse transcriptase inhibitor. Two 
groups are being sought: (A) people who have taken AZT 
for between 4 and 12 months, who will be assigned at 
random to take either AZT and 400 mg of nevirapine per 
day, or AZT and a placebo, or (B) people who have never 
taken any antiviral drugs, who will take either nevirapine 
or a placebo. 

Delavirdine 

HIVCare is conducting two studies of the non-nucleoside 
reverse transcriptase inhibitor Delavirdine (U-90, BHAP). 
The first study is seeking HIV+ volunteers with from 
200-500 CD4 T-cells and fewer than 6 months of prior 
AZT (no other prior antivirals allowed). The second study 
seeks HIV+ volunteers with fewer than 300 CD4 T-cells 
and fewer than 4 months prior ddl (unlimited prior AZT 
allowed). Potential participants are urged to call soon, as 
these are very popular studies.

The Cable Car Awards to 
San Francisco’s lesbian and 
gay community celebrated its 
20th anniversary on Saturday, 
March 19, with an award 
presentation at the San Fran¬ 
cisco Fashion Center. 

The show opened on a 
note of drama, as leather-clad 
representatives from the mo¬ 
torcycle clubs of San Francis¬ 
co stood on stage, displaying 
the multicolor flags symboliz¬ 
ing their individual groups. 
And marching toward the 
stage, playing the rousing 
tunes they are famous for, 
was the San Francisco Les¬ 
bian and Gay Freedom Day 
Band, setting the tone for the 
evening. 

For the first time at the 
awards, Hydie Downard 
stood at the podium alone 
and spoke of the loss of her 
co-chair, Rick Brattin, who re¬ 
ceived the Man of the Year 
Cable Car Award last year 
and died of AIDS in Febru¬ 
ary. The sports awards that 
followed, for extraordinary 
achievement in 1993, were 
given in his honor: one to the 
gay world series champion 
women’s softball team spon¬ 
sored by The Cafe, and one to 
the San Francisco Spikes, the 
men’s team winner of the 
Gay World Cup. 

In the journalism category, 
the Bay Area Reporter swept 
the field for the second con¬ 
secutive year: awards based 
on public votes were given to 
the paper’s columnist Nancy 
Boutilier, journalist Dennis 
Conkin, and critic Rachel 
Pepper. 

Some memorable mo¬ 
ments during the evening 
stood out because of the emo¬ 
tion that was generated, both 
onstage and within the audi¬ 
ence: when Senator and Car¬ 
olyn Marks expressed their 
heartfelt thanks after receiv¬ 
ing the Dorothy Langston Hu¬ 
man Rights Award; and dur¬ 
ing the inspirational and 
hopeful words spoken by 
AIDS activist Reggie 
Williams. 

Awards of Merit were pre¬ 
sented throughout the eve¬ 
ning for special contributions 
to the community: recipients 
included the Gay Men’s Cho¬ 
rus, celebrating its 15th an¬ 
niversary; Operation Concern, 
observing its 20th anniver¬ 
sary; and the Coits, on the oc¬ 
casion of its 30th anniversary. 
The Candlelight March for 
Harvey Milk and George 
Moscone also received a Mer¬ 
it Award, recognizing its 15th 
year in existence. 

During the Salute to 
Sports that followed, mem¬ 
bers of the board of directors 
of Gay Games I and II were 
brought to the stage to enjoy 
a warm welcome from the au¬ 
dience, as they listened to the 
taped voice of the Games’ late 
co-founder Tom Waddell. 
Mark Brown, another co¬ 
founder, was applauded as 
well, as was Rikki Streicher, 
a founder of the Federation of 
Gay Games. Terry Taylor 
was inducted into the Cable 
Car Awards Hall of Honor 
and chosen Sportswoman of 
The Year, and honors went to 
the men and women who ex¬ 
celled in each category: Mel 
Coyle and Tim Kneis for 
bowling; Theresa Oliver and 


Benny Ray Clardy for pool; 
Maureen Hogan and Paul Ol¬ 
son for softball; and Donna 
McKinnon and Tony Finner- 
ty for tennis. Outstanding 
Contribution to Men’s Athlet¬ 
ics was awarded to Chris 
Allen. 

A special Board of Direc¬ 
tors Award was given to the 
Alexander Hamilton Post 448 
of the American Legion, and 
it was a delight to see the 
post members’ pride when 
the honor was accepted. 

There are people who 
seem to be everywhere, 
whose energy and dedication 
is unquestionable: two men 
tied for Outstanding Contri¬ 
bution to the Men’s Commu¬ 
nity — Donald Montwill and 
Alan Selby — and Susan 
Kennedy received one honor 
for her contribution to athlet¬ 
ics and a second for her work 
in the women’s community. 
She graciously thanked her 
lover, Cable Car board mem¬ 
ber Susan Fahey. 

Entertainment in all forms 
is a large part of life in San 
Francisco, and those people 
who contribute to the fun of 
the city were also acknowl¬ 
edged. Outstanding Achieve¬ 
ment in Theatre went to the 
performance of Why We 
Have a Body, produced by 
Magic Theater; the Lesbian/ 
Gay Chorus of San Francisco 
received an award for Out¬ 
standing Performing Group; 
Keith Hennessy won honors 
in the Outstanding Dance 
Group/Individual category; 
and the Most Outrageous Pa¬ 
rade Float Award was given 
to the Gay Asian Pacific Al¬ 
liance.

Outstanding Competi¬ 
tion Event went to Mr. and 
Miss Gay San Francisco; the 
Castro Street Farewell Party 
for Roberta Achtenberg was 
awarded Outstanding Com¬ 
munity Event; and Frameline 
Productions, which put on 
The San Francisco Gay/Les¬ 
bian Film Festival, was hon¬ 
ored for Outstanding Event. 
The public also selected 
award-winners in other cate¬ 
gories: The Coits Easter Bas¬ 
ket Auction won for Out¬ 
standing Event; Theme Deco¬ 
ration was a tie between 
Christmas at the San Francis¬ 
co Eagle and Christmas at 
( Lily’s; and The Performance 
of Our Lives by Artists Con¬ 
fronting AIDS was the fa¬ 


vorite Fundraiser. 

Community activism was 
rewarded by the public as 
well. An Evening to Support 
Women with Cancer came 
away with honors in the cate¬ 
gory of Outstanding Event 
for the Women’s Community, 
and Lyon-Martin Women’s 
Health Center HIV Services 
for Women was lauded for 
Outstanding Contribution by 
a Women’s Community Orga¬ 
nization. 

Disc Jockey Page Hodel 
was inducted into the Hall of 
Honor — meaning she had 
been chosen by the public for 
the third time — and by public 
vote The Girl Spot and Girl 
Spot deejay Chris C. took 
Outstanding Club and Disc 
Jockey, respectively. Pussy 
Tourette came away with the 
Entertainer of the Year 
award. 

Sharon McKnight and 
Wally Rutherford made a 
handsome couple at the podi¬ 
um, and Sharon joined Marga 
Gomez, Gail Wilson and 
Nicholas, Glover, and Wray 
(winners in the Concert cate¬ 
gory) to lighten the moments 
between award-giving. The 
business community was rep¬ 
resented by awards to Image 
Leather and Bad Man Jose’s, 
as well as The Gap; Miller/ 
Golden Brands; and Apple 
Computer, for its recent stand 
on anti-discrimination in 
Texas. 

The Harvey Milk Service 
Award was given to philan¬ 
thropist Walter Leiss for his 
sponsorship of a multitude of 
community events, and to 
Julie Dorf, executive director 
of the International Lesbian/ 
Gay Human Rights Commis¬ 
sion, for her work with 
Amnesty International. 

As always, the 1993/94 Ca¬ 
ble Car Awards were the re¬ 
sult of months of dedication 
by the board of directors, 
community leaders, and vol¬ 
unteers. It is the only ceremo¬ 
ny of its kind in the world 
and offers San Francisco a 
chance to acknowledge the 
talents of its leaders in every 
field of endeavor. Like every 
award ceremony, it had its 
glitches, and like every previ¬ 
ous Cable Car ceremony, it 
ran longer than planned and 
annoyed some in the audience 
with some of its selections. 
But for most in attendance, 
there was plenty of joy in 
watching the faces and listen¬ 
ing to the words of people be¬ 
ing honored by the communi¬

A Textbook Case 


by Al Kielwasser 

I n an unprecedented 
move, one of the nation’s 
leading textbook publish¬ 
ers has taken a strong 
stand against homophobia in 
public education. Holt, Rine¬ 
hart, and Winston announced 
that it will pull its high school 
textbook Holt Health out of 
the Texas book market. In do¬ 
ing so, the publisher effective¬ 
ly cut itself off from the $7.5 
million that the state will 
spend on new health text¬ 
books. 

Holt, Rinehart, and Win¬ 
ston refused to concede to 
hundreds of irrational, sex¬ 
negative, and homophobic re¬ 
visions demanded by the 
Texas Board of Education. 
These revisions — euphemisti¬ 
cally referred to as “correc¬ 
tions” by the board — would 
have removed many clinical il¬ 
lustrations (such as a diagram 
explaining self-examination 
for testicular cancer), added 
language describing Texas 
sodomy laws, and deleted toll- 
free numbers for gay/lesbian 
youth and suicide prevention 
services. 

Board of education member 
Monte Hasie was among those 
who pressed for such “correc¬ 
tions.” Hasie stated: “I didn’t 
think this stuff should be part 
of the public schools. They 
were promoting homosexuali¬ 
ty as an acceptable alternative 
life style and promoting sex as 
being okay if you use a con¬ 
dom.” In the face such igno¬ 
rant opposition, 
the publishers of 
Holt Health 
stood firm and re¬ 
fused to sacrifice 
fact for fiction. 

Health text¬ 
books — like all 
textbooks — 
should aspire to 
the highest stan¬ 
dards of scholar¬ 
ship. Of course, 
the overwhelming 
consensus of com¬ 
petent research¬ 
ers and educators

is that homosexuality is nor¬ 
mal, functional, and healthy. 
Any textbook that contradicts 
such evidence is grossly in er¬ 
ror and has no more business 
being in our public schools 
than a textbook that teaches 
that the Earth is flat. 

Holt, Rinehart, and Win¬ 
ston deserves praise for taking 
this courageous (and financial¬ 
ly risky) stand. Encourage to 
the publisher to do the same 
in California, which will also 
be adopting new health text¬ 
books soon.

over his Democratic Party op¬ 
ponents for state controller in 
the June primary. 

In this month’s Advocate, 
Surgeon General Joycelyn El¬ 
ders says that an irrational 
fear of sexuality is behind this 
country’s anti-gay behavior, en¬ 
dorses gay adoptions, calls the 
Boy Scouts of America’s ban 
on gay members unfair, and 
denounces certain sexual atti¬ 
tudes of conservative religious 
groups. “I think the religious 
right at times thinks that the 
only reason for sex is procre¬ 
ation,” Elders tells the Advo¬ 
cate, adding that anti-gay atti¬ 
tudes will persist until Ameri¬ 
cans “learn that gay people are 
not just out there wanting to 
have sex with anybody who 
walks down the street and that 
gay people have real loving, 
lasting relationships and fam¬ 
ilies.” The woman makes 
sense to me, and you gotta like 
her even better than C. Ev¬ 
erett Koop. 

In San Diego last week, a 
judge rejected a gay attorney’s 
claims that he was fired be¬ 
cause he has AIDS, ruling in 
favor of a San Diego law firm 
that claimed that Martin 
Caprow was fired because 
business was slumping. The 
case, which had some similar¬ 
ities to the hit movie Phila¬ 
delphia, was decided by Supe¬ 
rior Court Judge Vincent Di- 
Figlia instead of a jury. ▼

rent a mention in the Los An¬ 
geles Times, but Spielberg 
and Hanks made the front 
page. It was, after all, Holly¬ 
wood’s biggest night to cele¬ 
brate the art of fiction. 

As if marking a turning 
point from rewarding box of¬ 
fice profits to honoring out¬ 
standing cinematic art, the 
films acknowledged this year 
at the Dorothy Chandler 
Pavillion by the Motion Pic-

tures of Academy Arts and 
Sciences seemed spun from a 
similar theme of social justice. 
Consider the best picture 
nominations: winner Schind¬ 
ler’s List —Spielberg’s black 
and white masterpiece about 
one man’s defiance of the 
Holocaust; The Piano - 
about a mute woman in a 
proxy marriage fighting for 
freedom of expression; The 
Remains of the Day —about 
love amidst class repression; 
In the Name of the Father - 
about a man wrongly impri¬ 
soned for an IRA bombing, 
and The Fugitive —aboutan 
innocent man fleeing the law 
while trying to catch his 
wife’s killer. 

The struggle for justice 
and understanding were 
themes that ran through some 
of the other award nomina¬ 
tions as well. Consider: Best 
Actor winner Hanks, Original 
Song winner Bruce Spring¬ 
steen, and nominee Neil 
Young’s promotion of toler¬ 
ance through Philadelphia; 
Laurence Fishburne and An¬ 
gela Bassett’s riveting perfor¬ 
mances in What’s Love Got 
To Do With It (co-produced 
by openly gay Barry Krost) 
about singer Tina Turner’s 
bout with domestic violence; 
Stockard Channing’s portray¬ 
al of a rich Manhattenite 
changed by her Six Degrees 
of Separation from a gay 
hustler played (none too con¬ 
vincingly) by Will Smith; De¬ 
bra Winger’s performance as 
Joy, a woman dying of cancer 
who nonetheless teaches C.S. 
Lewis (Anthony Hopkins) 
how to love, in Shadowlands. 


Winger said she connected 
with the part after the deaths 
of two very good friends in as 
many years. Best documen¬ 
tary honors went to social is¬ 
sue films: Defending Our 
Lives (over a film about a les¬ 
bian wedding) and I Am a 
Promise: The Children of 
Stanton Elementary School. 

Additionally, Paul New¬ 
man — who purchased the 
rights to that classic book 
about a gay coach but encoun¬ 
tered Hollywood homophobia 
in trying to get it made — re¬ 
ceived the Jean Hersholt Hu¬ 
manitarian Award for his $80 
million in charitable giving 
with “Newman’s Own” prod¬ 
ucts. Some of that money has 
gone to AIDS research and 
hospices. The award, inciden¬ 
tally, was presented by New¬ 
man’s own Color of Money 
co-star Tom Cruise, looking 
shaggy for a forthcoming de- 
gayed vampire role. 

The March 21 telecast, co¬ 
written by tres gay Bruce 
Vilanch, was watched by one 
billion people and hosted for 
the first time by an African- 
American woman, Whoopi 
Goldberg, who mentioned 
gay rights and more AIDS re¬ 
search in her opening re¬ 
marks. But the most moving 
moments belonged to Hanks, 
Springstein, and Young, and 
the Schindler’s List crew. It 
was also a night that wit¬ 
nessed men unabashedly hug¬ 
ging and kissing each other. 

Hanks received a standing 
ovation and a kiss from 
Schindler’s List best actor 
nominee Liam Neesom. His 
acceptance speech left a 
hushed auditorium in tears. 
He thanked director Jonathan 
Demme, co-stars Denzel 
Washington — “for putting his 
image at risk” — and Antonio 
Banderas, whom Hanks said 
he loved “second to my lover” 
and wife Rita Wilson. 

But then Hanks singled 
out two of the most important 
men in his life — his Oakland 
high school drama teacher 
Raleigh Farnsworth and 
classmate John Gilkerson — 
both fine “gay Americans,” 
one of whom later died of 
AIDS. They inspired him to 
become an actor. “I wish my 
babies could have the same 
kind of influences and the 
same kind of friends,” Hanks 
said. 

“I know that my work in 
this case is magnified with 
the fact that the streets of 
heaven are too crowded with 
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National News 


angels. We know their names. 
They number a thousand for 
each one of the red ribbons 
that we wear here tonight. 
They finally rest in the warm 
embrace of the greatest cre¬ 
ator of us all, a healing em¬ 
brace that cools their fevers, 
that clears their skins, and al¬ 
lows their eyes to see the sim¬ 
ple, self-evident common- 
sense truth that is made man¬ 
ifest by the benevolent cre¬ 
ator of us all, and was written 
down on paper by wise men, 
tolerant men, in the city of 
Philadelphia 200 years ago. 

“God bless you all, God 
have mercy on us all, and 
God bless America.” 

Backstage, Hanks elaborat¬ 
ed for 20 minutes, openly cry¬ 
ing several times. “These 
were wonderful men whom I 
met when I was 16 and 17 
years old,” Hanks said of 
Farnsworth and Gilkerson. 
“And if I had not had the ed¬ 
ucation, and the friendship of 
these two men who are ho¬ 
mosexuals, I would not be 
standing here. ... 

“We have a fabulous docu¬ 
ment that anyone can pick up 
at any post office. It’s called 
the United States Constitu¬ 
tion, and it says that you can 
live on a block next to a Jew, 
across the street from Cath¬ 
olics, above a gay couple — 
people you don’t agree with 
but whose concerns you look 
out for. That’s the America I 
was not only promised in my 
Weekly Reader — but was 
told it was my responsiblity 
to make it that way. 

“Tolerance is an idea that 
must be practiced daily.” 

Springsteen (whose song 
“The Streets of Philadelphia,” 
like Young’s “Philadelphia,” 
was sung from the point of 
view of a gay person with 
AIDS) was also humbled by 
both the honor and the cir¬ 
cumstances that created it. 
“You do your best work and 
you hope that it pulls out the 
best in your audience and 
some piece of it spills over 
into the real world and into 
people’s everyday lives and it 
takes the edge off of fear and 
allows us to recognize each 
other through our veil of dif¬ 
ferences,” he said. “I always 
thought that was one of the 
things popular art was suppos¬ 
ed to be about, along with the 
merchandising and all the 
other stuff.” 

“It’s hard to find a graceful 
way of accepting an award 
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Oldie but a goodie

when there’s all this suffering 
going on.” 

Many of the seven accep¬ 
tance speeches made by 
Schindler’s List winners also 
touched on the importance of 
tolerance and of not forget¬ 
ting the past. “Please do not 
allow the Holocaust to remain 
a footnote in history,” Spiel¬ 
berg urged the audience. 

“There are 350,000 experts 
[Holocaust survivors] who just 
want to be useful with the re¬ 
mainder of their lives. Please 
listen to their words, the 
echoes and the ghosts. Please 
teach this in your schools.” 

“My number was 83317,” 
said “Schindler’s List” co-pro¬ 
ducer Branko Lustig in a 
spellbinding moment. “I’m a 
Holocaust survivor. It’s a long 
way room Auschwitz to this 
stage. People died in front of 
me. The last words they said 
were, ‘Be a witness to my 
murder. Tell the world how I 
died. Remember...’ ” 

These are words Dack 
Rambo and thousands of oth¬ 
ers could also have said about 
the AIDS Holocaust. The dif¬ 
ference is that while Lustig 
and Spielberg are proud to 
identify as Jews, and Hanks 
and Springsteen speak as het¬ 
erosexual men on behalf of 
their gay brothers with AIDS, 
the shame of being gay is still 
so great too many people will 
die of AIDS with no one to 
bear witness. And with AIDS, 
there’s no “List” to get on, of 
those to be saved. ▼

Tens of thousands of 
Chicago’s Irish and honorary 
Irish packed the Loop Thurs¬ 
day for the city’s 39th annual 
St. Patrick’s Day Parade.

NEW YORK - The 233rd 
annual St. Patrick’s Day pa¬ 
rade made it up New York’s 
Fifth Avenue under clear, but 
blustery cold, skies and under 
the pall of the arrrest of 102 
gay demonstrators banned 
from the March 17 march. 

Gays and lesbians protest¬ 
ing their exclusion managed 
to march only a block from a 
rally of about 300 on the steps 
of the New York Public Li¬ 
brary before they were arrest- 
ed. 

At 42nd Street they were 
confronted by police, where¬ 
upon they sat down in the 
middle of the intersection, 
chanting “We’re here, we’re 
queer, we’ll be here every 
year.” 

The 102 arrestees — 67 of 
whom were women — seemed 
to be in an upbeat mood as 
they were hauled off in vans 
and buses, and charged with 


disorderly conduct and 
resisting arrest. 

Some police vehicles drove 
off with those arrested 
singing traditional Irish songs, 
many with updated lyrics to 
fit the occasion. 

The sponsors of the tradi¬ 
tional parade, the Roman 
Catholic fraternal men’s orga¬ 
nization the Ancient Order of 
Hibernians, arguing for its 
freedom of association, won 
the right in federal court last 
year to bar the Irish Lesbian 
and Gay Organization be¬ 
cause homosexuality goes 
against church teachings. 

“If they want to march 
with their own counties, that’s 
okay with me,” said Pat Hick¬ 
ey of Roselle, New Jersey, a 
native of Ireland marching be¬ 
hind the County Clare ban¬ 
ner. “But as themselves they 
have their gay pride parade.” 

The Hibernians have said 
gays can march if they do not 
identify themselves. One Hi¬ 


bernian spokesman said di¬ 
vorced men do not advertise 
they are divorced and if they 
did “half the men couldn’t be 
in the parade.” 

The annual “Wearin’ of the 
Green” lacked the controver¬ 
sies of recent years over who 
would be the grand marshal. 
Representative Tom Manton, 
D-N.Y., won the singular hon¬ 
or without notable opposition. 
He obviously enjoyed the 
shouts of “Tom, Tom,” as he 
strutted along in his gray 
morning suit and top hat, and 
said of the protesters, “We’d 
like all Irish to be able to 
come out and celebrate and 
not feel they are excluded. 
We’re sad people had to be 
arrested.” 

“The cardinal [John O’Con¬ 
nor] said that we should be 
tolerant. He admonished 
‘... Do not be uncharitable.’ So 
we’re hoping that someday 
we can have a reconciliation.” 
O’Connor reviewed the pa-

Figuring Out 
Maternal Transmission

T he recent report that 
AZT can substantially 
reduce the maternal 
transmission of HIV 
sent ripples through the 
AIDS community. The study 
found that mothers taking 
AZT transmitted the AIDS 
virus to their offspring about

nine percent of the time, 
while those taking nothing 
did so nearly 25 percent of 
the time. The meaning of 
these results is being largely 
misread in the mainstream 
media because maternal 
transmission and its social 
policy implications are so 
loaded. 

Maternal transmission of 
HIV is poorly understood. No 
one knows in any exact way 
why some women with HIV 
pass the virus on to their chil¬ 


dren and others don’t. In 
some regions nearly half the 
HIVer women transmit it, but 
in other places, only one in 
ten. We do know that women 
with advanced AIDS are far 
more likely to pass it on than 
their healthier counterparts. 

Initially it was assumed 
that HIV traveled from moth¬ 
er to child early in the preg¬ 
nancy, but later evidence 
didn’t support this. Some the¬ 
orize that the virus is most of¬ 
ten passed during the actual 
birth process. Other studies 
suggest that HIV can be trans¬ 
mitted after birth by breast 
feeding, which certainly 
seems possible. Clearly some 
maternal process is capable of 
protecting the unborn child 
from becoming infected, but 
it’s not clear why it some¬ 
times fails, or when it does 
so. 

(Until recently these issues 
were further clouded by the 
difficulty in figuring out a 
newborn child’s HIV status.

Young kids born to HIVer 
moms often test positive to 
HIV antibodies for several 
months and then test consis¬ 
tently negative. Sometimes an 
infant’s test results will fluctu¬ 
ate back and forth for several 
months; this made precise cal¬ 
culation of maternal transmis¬ 
sion rates iffy at best. By test¬ 
ing directly for the virus in¬ 
stead of the antibody, it is 
now possible to conclude 
pretty quickly whether the 
child is an HIVer or not.) 

In this context it can be 
seen that the new study nar¬ 
rows down the questions 
without actually delivering 
many answers. If AZT had 
completely blocked transmis¬ 
sion, that would have re¬ 
solved many issues both med¬ 
ical and social, ranging from 
the effectiveness of AZT to 
the reproductive rights of 
HIVer moms. But that nearly 
ten percent “breakthrough” 
rate of maternal transmission 
leaves a number of doors 
open and a whole slew of the¬ 
ories alive. 


One good time to cash in 

Breakthrough rate aside, 
the folks at Burroughs-Well- 
come must be dancing with 
joy at this latest coup by their 
aging warhorse of a “Nuke” 
(nucleoside analog anti-retro- 
viral). This study is one more 
nail in the coffin of those anti- 
AZT extremists who insist 
that the drug has absolutely 
no value. Wellcome’s stock 
has sagged under the relent¬ 
less pressure of disappointing 
research results on AZT. Try 
as they might, they couldn’t 
demonstrate that it made 
HI Vers live longer, although 
they could and did claim that 
it “improved the quality of 
life.” 

This repeated failure left 
open the question “does AZT 
work?” If it doesn’t work as 
“early intervention,” which is 
how the European “Con¬ 
corde” study was read, and it 
doesn’t prolong life, then 
what does it do? If you’re an 
anti-HIV theorist, who be¬ 
lieves that AIDS has little or 
nothing to do with that partic¬ 
ular virus, your position re¬ 
quires that AZT be proven 
useless. 

Now Wellcome has a con¬ 
crete benefit to claim. If AZT 
does nothing more than re¬ 
duce maternal transmission 
by two-thirds, it does enough 
to justify its existence, its 
niche in the market, and its 
dependent theories. 

Speaking from personal 
experience and many years of 


exacting research on the top¬ 
ic, it seems clear to me that 
AZT provides most HIVers a 
significant but temporary 
“bounce.” For a year, or in 
some lucky people several 
years, it boosts T-cells and ap¬ 
pears to reverse many clinical 
symptoms while warding off 
opportunistic infections. After 
that, at best, it ceases to pro¬ 
vide any benefit or, at worst, 
it results in a “rebound crash” 
to your pre-AZT state. 

The major debates have 
been over when to start tak¬ 
ing it and cash in on your 
bounce. Does starting earlier 
reduce side effects and maxi¬ 
mize the drug’s effect? Or 
does it just start the clock 
ticking on your personal 
virus’s inevitably successful 
attempt to mutate into an 
AZT-resistant strain? 

The maternal transmission 
study doesn’t resolve this, but 
it suggests that pregnancy is 
certainly one good time to 
cash in on your bounce. The 
mothers in this study were all 
“AZT naive” and taking the 
drug for the first time. Would 
it still have limited transmis¬ 
sion if they’d been on it al¬ 
ready for a while? That seems 
unlikely and contrary to the 
general pattern so far. It does 
confirm that AZT inhibits 
HIV’s ability to reproduce 
(without completely shutting 
it down), but this scarcely 
counts as a breakthrough. 


Disappointing conclusions 

By seemingly pushing the 
maternal transmission rate 
below ten percent, the study 
defuses long-simmering de¬ 
bates on public policy and re¬ 
productive rights. If an HIVer 
mom is as likely as not to 
transmit her virus to her 
baby, does she lose her right 
to have that baby? Can’t her 
community refuse to bear the 
likely cost of her AIDS baby 
and insist on an abortion — or 
perhaps the sterilization of 
HIVer women judged inca¬ 
pable of avoiding pregnancy? 

The oft-cited “up to 50 per¬ 
cent” rate was used to pro¬ 
mote these concerns, although 
many felt that this was decep¬ 
tion with statistics. The high¬ 
est maternal transmission 
rates occur in Africa, where 
the women are more likely to 
have advanced AIDS when 
they give birth, where obstet¬ 
ric medical standards are 
poor or nonexistent, and 
where breast feeding is al¬ 
most universal. By whatever 
theory of maternal transmis¬ 
sion one favors, these HIVer 
women are at a much higher 
risk of passing on the virus to 


their children. 

But if reasonable precau¬ 
tions and standard therapy 
can reliably limit maternal 
transmission to less than ten 
percent, the argument for so¬ 
cial intervention in HIVer re¬ 
productive rights loses much 
of its steam. While the hard¬ 
hearted balk at taking a 50-50 
chance on an AIDS baby, it 
would be hard to build a con¬ 
sensus for writing off kids 
who have only one chance in 
ten of inheriting the disease. 
(Although this data could also 
be used to pressure a preg¬ 
nant HIVer woman to take 
AZT, the right to refuse any 
treatment is pretty well estab¬ 
lished.) 

The flip side of this is con¬ 
cern that HIVer women will 
be encouraged to get preg¬ 
nant on the basis of the new 
odds, leading to an overall in¬ 
crease in HIVer children. 
This seems absurd; it would 
take a three-fold increase in 
HIVer pregnancies to over- 
. come the therapy-induced re¬ 
duction in transmission. 

The study has the overall 
effect of stabilizing current 
medical theories about mater¬ 
nal transmission and the ef¬ 
fectiveness of AZT without 
particularly expanding them. 
But it has much greater poli¬ 
cy implications because of 
what it establishes about the 
“standard of care” for HIVers 
and the expectations of what 
that care can produce. 

It’s hard to defend a right 
to a treatment that hasn’t 
been proven to work (though 
apparently some Nation of Is¬ 
lam-affiliated doctors in New 
York City are getting federal 
funds to supply HIVers with 
oral interferon, a thoroughly 
debunked scam treatment). 
By the same token, it’s impos¬ 
sible to justify denying access 
to an obviously effective ther¬ 
apy. 

The bottom line, however, 
is that these maternal trans¬ 
mission study results confirm 
disappointing conclusions: 
AZT helps, but not quite 
enough. We can slow the dis¬ 
ease, but we can’t stop it. We 
can inhibit its transmission, 
but we can’t pin down exactly 
how it occurs and shut it 
down altogether. We’re not 
losing ground to the virus as 
fast as we were a decade ago, 
but we’re still a long way 
from reversing its impact. 
Those who interpret such 
studies as suggesting that the 
war against AIDS is over or 
has “peaked” or “turned a cor¬ 
ner” — a growing trend in the 
mainstream media — were 
probably never very commit¬ 
ted to the struggle in the first 
place. ▼

Another Philadelphia Story— 

Justice Department 
Goes to Bat for PWAs

WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
An agreement signed by the 
City of Philadelphia makes it 
mandatory for the city’s 
Emergency Medical Services 
personnel to assist people in¬ 
fected with HIV or AIDS, the 
Justice Department said Mon¬ 
day, March 21. 

It is the first formal settle¬ 
ment of an AIDS discrimina¬ 
tion case under the Ameri¬ 
cans with Disabilities Act, 
and the agreement will be 
used as a model for cities 
across the country, the depart¬ 
ment said. 

The city signed the agree¬ 
ment Thursday and sent it to 
the Justice Department Fri¬ 
day. 

The settlement between 
the city and the Justice De¬ 
partment stems from an inci¬ 
dent in January 1993, Justice 
spokesman Myron Marlin 
said. 

A federal complaint filed 
by the AIDS Law Project of 
Pennsylvania stated a city-em¬ 
ployed emergency medical 
technician refused to help a 
man after learning he was 
taking AZT, a drug used to 
treat people infected with 
HIV. 

The complaint said the 
EMTs refused to help the 
man, who was lying on the 
ground experiencing chest 
pains, and then told him to 


put himself on a stretcher. 
When he was unable to do so, 
a passerby helped him onto 
the stretcher and placed him 
in an ambulance, the com¬ 
plaint said. 

The agreement announced 
Monday requires Philadelphia 
to train 1,400 firefighters and 
900 EMTs how to prevent the 
transmission of HIV, to re¬ 
spect a person’s privacy while 
rendering medical care, and 
to be sensitive to the needs of 
those infected with HIV or 
AIDS. 

The Justice Department 
said Philadelphia also agreed 
to develop and publicize a 
written policy that forbids 
EMTs from discriminating 
against people infected with 
HIV or AIDS, to discipline 
any employee who violates 
the policy, and to pay $10,000 
to the individual who was de¬ 
nied services. 

The city has also agreed to 
give the man a written apolo¬ 
gy- 

The Justice Department’s 
1995 budget proposal includes 
adding 22 new positions to 
sections that deal with the 
Americans with Disabilities 
Act. 

The Justice Department 
also is asking for a 50 percent 
increase in grants that finance 
ADA education, and already 
has begun training 12 new 
staffers for an ADA hotline. ▼

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rector of the AIDS Office — 
but the AIDS office has con¬ 
tacted Stokes to let him know 
of their concerns about about 
unsafe sexual activities at the 
site.

vate cubicles, have bright 
lights, no concealed spaces, 
must have monitors and free 
access to condoms and lubri¬ 
cants,” Katz said. 

Although sex clubs owners 
cooperate with the Health De¬ 
partment in regulating their 
premises to prevent unsafe 
sexual activities, Katz said 
that the Health Department 
isn’t really in the business of 
constantly monitoring sex 
club premises. 

“We don’t monitor, we 
make the owners monitor. 
We just make spot checks and 
find out whether they are fol¬ 
lowing guidelines,” Katz said. 

“We were committed to 
having a state-of-the-art facil¬ 
ity with aggressive STD and 
HIV educational compo-. 
nents,” Stokes told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Stokes said that he was 
“very concerned” about Jor¬ 
dan’s comments — and that 
Jordan was using his office as 
“a bully pulpit,” despite the 
fact the permit had been 
granted by the Planning De¬ 
partment. 

Stokes attorney Neil 
Eisenberg, former president 
of the city’s Board of Permit 
Appeals, said that the revoca¬ 
tion of the permit would force 
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132 Turk Street, the proposed site for the new gay bathhouse opposed by Mayor Frank Jordan.

Oakes said that the Jordan 
“administration was not com¬ 
fortable with sex clubs either, 
but wanted to accommodate 
the Health Department for 
the time being” in allowing 
them to operate. 

Although sex clubs are 
regulated by the city’s Health 
Department, bathhouses are 
not, said Dr. Mitch Katz, di¬ 


Stokes to sue the city. 

“Well, the city just bought 
itself a bathhouse,” said 
Eisenberg. “My client was 
granted a permit and built in 
good faith. He’s spent hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dollars 
in construction. There is a 
vested right and the City’s go¬ 
ing to have to pay for its goof 
— and the city doesn’t have 
that kind of money. I suggest 
Mr. Passmore go before the 
board of supervisors and ex¬ 
plain the reason why he 
needs the money,” Eisenberg 
said. 

The Steamworks would be 
the first San Francisco bath¬ 
house in operation since the 
mid 1980s, when the 21st 
Street Baths bathhouse volun¬ 
tarily went out of business 
rather than face a lawsuit and 
possible legal action for vio¬ 
lating a Superior Court order 
establishing safe sex guide¬ 
lines on such premises. Those 
guidelines included the re¬ 
moval of doors to private cu¬ 
bicles, the prohibition of un¬ 
safe sex, and monitoring of 
the premises to ensure en¬ 
forcement of the ban on such 
sexual activities. 

More than a dozen baths 
operated in San Francisco be¬ 
fore the advent of the AIDS 
epidemic.

ing a state of emergency ev¬ 
ery two weeks to authorize 
needle exchange,” said Noah 
Griffin, Jordan’s press secre¬ 
tary. “We’re trying to stem 
the escalation of new AIDS 
cases with that emergency 
declaration. If we are going to 
that extent to prevent HIV 
transmission, why would we 
license a new bathhouse 
when we know they con¬ 
tributed to the explosion of 
AIDS?” 

The bathhouse has also 
drawn the concern of the 
Tenderloin neighborhood, ac¬ 
cording to Kelley Cullen, di¬ 
rector of Tenderloin Neigh¬ 
borhood Development Corpo¬ 
ration, which owns and oper¬ 
ates low-income residential 
housing programs in the area. 

Cullen said that Tender¬ 
loin neighborhood leaders 
were not contacted about the 
plans, and that Stokes’s appli¬ 
cation for the permit indicat¬ 
ed that the facility would be a 
health club and gym — not a 
gay bathhouse. 

“This is not an easy issue. 
There seems to be somewhat 
of a deceitful approach,” 
Cullen told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. 

But, Cullen said, even 
though there are substantial 
“neighborhood concerns,” 


there are more serious public 
health issues, such as whether 
there would be adequate 
monitoring of the premises 
and active safer sex education 
at the site.

D ennis Cooper likes 
the way a teenage 
boy’s mind works.

A Classic Returns 

Kick-Ass 'Cowboy' 


by Daniel Mangin 

I t may not be the most 
gay-sensitive film ever 
made— it certainly isn’t 
the least — but there’s 
no denying the kick-ass pow¬ 
er of John Schlesinger’s Mid¬ 
night Cowboy, which has 
been restored and re-released 
to celebrate its 25th-anniver- 
sary. Jon Voight stars as Joe 
Buck, a gullible Texan who 
angles to score the big hustle 
in New York only to get used 
and abused himself. 

Midnight Cowboy was 
one of those magical collabo¬ 
rations in American film, 
with superlative acting, direc¬ 
tion, writing and technical 
work. The cutting by Hugh 
A. Robertson is astounding; 
the ebb and flow within pre¬ 
sent-tense sequences and Joe’s 
flashbacks to his Texas past 
vividly convey the character’s 
initial lack of a psychological 
center and his gradual evolu¬ 
tion into a being capable of 
true feeling. Only at a few 
points where the pacing lags 
by ’90s standards does Mid¬ 
night Cowboy show its age. 

Schlesinger deserves the 
credit for the film’s look and 
feel, although much of what 
he puts on the screen is sug¬ 
gested quite specifically in 
Waldo Salt’s Oscar-winning 
script. Still other action, such 
as Sylvia Miles’ memorable 
early-in-the-film tryst with 
Voight, come almost intact 
from James Leo Herlihy’s 
popular novel. 

Revising Revisionism 

The title sequence, which 
condenses the early chapters 


of Herlihy’s book, is almost a 
complete work in itself. By 
the time the director’s credit 
appears on the screen, view¬ 
ers already have a strong 
sense of (if not precise details 
about) the personal and cul¬ 
tural influences on Joe Buck. 

Halfway through the open¬ 
ing, Voight walks quickly 
past a marquee for John 
Wayne’s The Alamo, the 
type of Hollywood revisionist 
mythmaking that would have 
shaped Joe Buck’s can-do con¬ 
sciousness and innocent ca¬ 
pacity for self-delusion. Some 
of the letters are missing, the 
remaining ones askew. 

Thematically, Midnight 
Cowboy was the kind of 
“adult” fare — it remains the 
only X-rated film to win the 
Academy Award for Best Pic¬ 
ture — that the scrapping of 
the Hollywood Code the year 
before was supposed to bring 
about. But its impact — and 
that of other breakthrough 
films like Arthur Penn’s 
Bonnie and Clyde — was felt 
as much in terms of form as 
content. 

Although everything in 
Cowboy had been done be¬ 
fore — the film appropriated 
elements of French New 
Wave, American experimen¬ 
tal cinema (particularly 
Warhol) and even Soviet-style 
editing concepts — the intense 
visuals, in tandem with the 
frank subject matter and the 
actors’ strong performances, 
were a jolt to audiences. The 
movie’s widespread appeal 
signaled a new turn in Ameri¬ 
can cinema.

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asked Paul Cotten, Steam- 
works’ director of Health Ed¬ 
ucation, if the city had cited 
any particular law which they 
would use to close them 
down; Cotten said that the 
law in question was the “un¬ 
derstood law of the Coalition 
for Healthy Sex guidelines.”

“We are looking at 
that,” Cotten said.

A Frank Discussion With KQED's Betsy Bay ha 

Out on the Air

I 


H ‘W t’s been a long day,” 
sighed KQED re¬ 
porter Betsy Bayha. 

_As she stood by her 

computer terminal in the sta¬ 
tion’s Mariposa Street offices, 
she glanced at her watch and 
sighed again. She had just re¬ 
turned from covering a court 
hearing where a judge had 
surprisingly reduced the sen¬ 
tence of a man convicted of 
selling LSD. It was 6 p.m. 

In the next hour, Bayha 
(pronounced Bay-ah) would 
have to write the script, 
record her narration and edit 
in quotes from two other peo¬ 
ple. She would then dub the 
story onto a special cassette 
for broadcast throughout the 
Bay Area at 6:20 a.m. the fol¬ 
lowing day. 

What she describes is a 
stressful process called “shake 
and bake.” And today’s edit¬ 
ing was taking longer than 
expected. It was now after 7 
p.m. Through it all, Bayha re¬ 
mained calm. Even a last 
minute script mistake didn’t 
faze her. 

“I love radio, because 
there’s a real fun performance 
aspect to it,” she said in a re¬ 
cent interview. “It enables me 
to collect information, and tell 
people about it and have my 
voice out there in the commu¬ 
nity. It’s nice to be known. It’s 
nice to have the recognition, 
and yet not be one of those 
people who is instantly recog¬ 
nizable. It’s a nice duality. I’m 
a Gemini. I like that.” 

Astrological matters 
notwithstanding, such schisms 
apply to other aspects of Bay- 
ha’s life. As one of a growing 
number of “out” lesbians on 
the radio nationwide, Bayha 
has filed more than 50 reports 
on the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity since she began work 
at KQED in 1984, stories 
ranging from gays in the mil¬ 
itary to Bay Area en¬ 
trepreneurs. Still, she does 
not consider herself a “lesbian 
reporter.” 

“First of all we don’t have 
enough reporters to have a 
lesbian reporter,” Bayha said 
frankly. “We’re too busy try¬ 
ing to keep the bases covered 
to be able to get that special¬ 
ized. . 


“When some story comes 
up, or if something happens 
in the Castro, I’ll bring it to 
the attention of my boss, but 
I won’t necessarily be the per¬ 
son to go out and do the sto¬ 
ry.” 

Bayha chose her words 
carefully, as she is keenly 
aware of their potential im¬ 
pact on a community that oi- 
ten feels marginalized by the 
media. “When I think about 
how I would define my is¬ 
sues, and what’s important to 
me, and who I am as a re¬ 
porter, ‘lesbian’ is not at the 
top of my list. I’m a health re¬ 
porter.” 

To this end, Bayha has 
covered a broad range of 
medical and environmental 
topics over the past three 
years. She recently reported 
on the common, but danger¬ 
ous, pesticide methyl bromide 
and Governor Wilson’s deci¬ 
sion to exclude farmers from 
issuing warnings to agricul¬ 
tural workers and nearby res¬ 
idents about the pesticide’s 
toxicity. 

Furthermore, Bayha cites 
as one of her most significant 
accomplishments a 1993 re¬ 
port she filed on a Shanti- 
style AIDS counseling group 
initiated by inmates at the 
California State Prison Medi¬ 
cal Facility in Vacaville. “I 
think it brought important in¬ 
formation out to the public,” 
she said. “Here was this in¬ 
credible compassion in the 
midst of a prison. It shattered 
a lot of my stereotypes.” 


Hearing loss 

Although health issues are 
a high priority, topping Bay- 
ha’s list of concerns these 
days is disability rights. She 
recently received a grant to 
report on disability access to 
the “information superhigh¬ 
way,” which she said will en¬ 
able her to research techno¬ 
logical innovations that are 
currently being developed for 
the disabled, such as subti¬ 
tling systems for the deaf in 
movie theaters. 

Bayha’s interest in disabil¬ 
ity rights is due largely to her 
own progressive hearing loss. 
In short, Bayha is going deaf. 
“It’s a challenge that some¬ 


Fabulously Unfabulous 

The Seven Deadly Sins of Love, by Eric Orner; St. Martin's Press; $8.95

For those in search of a 
gay leader with a finger on 
the pulse of gay America, 
look no further than Eric 
Orner, whose car¬ 

toons, The Mostly Unfabu¬ 
lous Social Life of Ethan 
Green, continue to induce 
laugh-out-loud responses long 
after they’ve been published 
in the myriad gay papers 
that have the sense to publish 
him. Fortunately, we can stop 
running to the copy machine 
every week, since Orner’s sec¬ 
ond book, The Seven Deadly 
Sins of Love, is out in soft¬ 
back from St. Martin’s Press. 

Orner’s all-too idealistic 
and all-too-frequently disap¬ 
pointed hero, Ethan, his HIV¬ 
positive boyfriend, lesbian 
friends, talking cat and zany 
drag pals, the Hat Sisters 
(based on real Boston queens), 
encapsulate the ups and 


downs, nightmares and thrills 
of queer life with a positively 
scary accuracy. 

With the exception of an 
introduction by supercilious 
Andrew Sullivan that some¬ 
how managed to rip itself 
from my copy (along with the 
cute photo of Orner that 
somehow ended up under 400 
percent enlargement in our 
copy machine and now 
adorns my bedroom wall), 
this book is a treasure — per¬ 
fect for memorable bathroom, 
bedtime or bus stop reading. 
A great gift idea. Orner’s 
sense of humor is the kind 
that must be shared. Send a 
copy to. your parents and ev¬ 
ery ex-lover. They may not 
deserve it, but Orner deserves 
the royalties. And although 
I’m sure my editor doesn’t al¬ 
low marriage proposals via 
book reviews, perhaps he’ll 
make an exception in this 
case.

times seems daunting,” she- 
said. Although doctors don’t 
know what caused her im¬ 
pairment, they do know it 
cannot be fixed. “It’s kind of a 
mystery...an absence of hear¬ 
ing. So you have to keep test¬ 
ing yourself...can I hear the 
doorbell? Can I hear the tea 
kettle?” 

As a radio journalist, a pro¬ 
fession completely dependent 
upon auditory faculties, Bay¬ 
ha’s hearing loss seems 
deeply ironic. But Bayha 
doesn’t agree. “I don’t think of 
it as ironic, I think of it as 
grossly unfair. It was one of 
those things that...I didn’t 
want to look at...I didn’t want 
it to be a problem. But when 
you’re hiding something es¬ 
sential about yourself, you’re 
always going to be looking 
over your shoulder. ‘Is any¬ 
body finding out?”’ she asked 
rhetorically. “And of course 
they do. There’s just no way 
you can really hide something 
like that.” 

Now 33 years old, Bayha, 
who was raised Catholic in 
Salt Lake City, Utah, has be¬ 
come increasingly outspoken 
about her hearing loss, com¬ 
paring it to her own coming 
out process. “It was a valida¬ 
tion of who I am,” she said. 
“There’s a real empowerment 
in saying...this is my reality, 
and I’m going to deal with it, 
and by accepting it, we’re all 
going to deal with it on some 
level.” 

But Bayha hasn’t always 
-been “out” as a lesbian. In

fact, not too long ago she was 
straight. “We’re talking big 
changes,” she joked, rolling 
her eyes with a comic flair. 
As she thought back to one 
defining moment of sexual 
transformation in her past, 
she recalled an incident from 
1988: “I had a crush on this 
woman, this real straight 
looking woman at KQED,” 
she revealed playfully. “And I 
was talking to somebody 
about her who said, ‘Oh she’s 
a lesbian.’ I said to myself, 
‘Wow! Well, if she is then I 
could be.’” 

Beyond radio 

But Bayha’s days of sexual 
uncertainty are over. She’s 
now madly in love, the object 
of her affection an 
environmental analyst with 
whom she’s been involved for 
the last ten months. “Heidi’s 
great,” said Bayha. It’s the 
best love I’ve ever had in my 
life. She’s smart, she’s really 
attractive. I just feel at my 


best with her, and she in¬ 
spires me to do good work.” 

Yet, Bayha’s drive to do 
“good work,” combined with 
her hearing loss, is forcing 
her to look beyond radio. “I 
realized that I can do a lot of 
the stuff [on radio] that even 
people who can hear can’t re¬ 
ally do without a lot of prac¬ 
tice. But I can’t do it on a 
high level, on a fine level.” 
With her left hand she drew 
an imaginary line in front of 
her chest. “So I’m always go¬ 
ing to be at this level.” 

As she pondered the fu¬ 
ture, Bayha played with a big 
silver ring she wears on her 
left hand. “I’m feeling kind of 
scared,” she said. “I feel like I 
need to do something, and 
I’m not sure what. I want to 
keep doing radio for as long 
as I can. It’s hard to be forced 
into trying to change, and not 
really wanting to...” But, 
twirling that ring on her fin¬ 
ger, she added, “I’m deter¬ 
mined to make something 
happen.” ▼

tegrity in his characterization 
despite the focus Cassell 
forces on him. Tony Lijphart 
plays the son as if he would 
be more comfortable hanging 
out with the gang of La Cage 
aux folles. His acting lacks 
the raw masculinity necessary 
to suggest the classical young 
lover. Instead of being charm¬ 
ingly arrogant and aggressive, 
tie is pompous ana prissy, in 
fact, early in the play when 
speaking of his burning pas¬ 
sion for Melibea, his body lan¬ 
guage reveal a preference for 
being the ravished rather 
than the ravisher. 

In other principle roles, 
Karin Demarest (the son’s 
love interest) and Scott 
Hartvigsen (the son’s rival) 
are pretty in their costumes, 
but, ultimately, uninteresting. 

All of the inconveniences 
of this production would not 
be so daunting if the focus of 
all the magic were better 
played. As the magician Al- 
candre, Claudia Holm was 
consistently irritating. Her 
sorcerer is a feeble attempt to 
mimic Agnes Moorehead’s 
Endora, right down to the 
waving of her cape. Instead of 
being clever and manipula¬ 
tive, Holm is gleeful and pet¬ 
ty. In the final analysis, she’s 
not a fearsome, intimidating 
power, but a soapy, skreetchy 
harpie. 

At the end of the play, 
Kushner tosses his final con¬ 
flicting thought into the fray. 
One of the characters from 
Alcandre’s illusions, a bum¬ 
bling braggart (played with 
appropriate pratfalls by Kalli 
Jonsson) wanders into Alcan¬ 
dre’s cave. He speaks to her 
sometimes mute servant, and 
through the powers of Alcan- 
dre, is spirited onward in his 
quest. This tiny bit of theatri¬ 
cal magic should have re¬ 
assembled the entire focus of 
the play. But Cassell treats it 
as just another scene, turning 
Kushner’s fancy into a benign 
experience. ▼

I f music be the food of love, 
buy on. But while no one 
would deny the universal 
appeal of shopping for 
music, writing a check for a 
stack of CDs at Tower Records 
does not qualify you for 
discophile status.

Fuzzy direction 

Beyond its unevenness, 
what is most unfortunate 
about this production is how 
the material thoroughly 
eludes director Cris Cassell. 
Case in point, the theater it¬ 
self is on the lower level of a 
building on a tiny street that 
feels more like an alley. The 
room is damp, musty and 
cave-like, suggesting, almost, 
the cave of Alcandre itself. 
But Cassell neglects a great 
opportunity by confining the 
play to the theater’s small 
thrust stage, as if she were di¬ 
recting it in the Orpheum. 

Then by pushing an exag¬ 
gerated, melodramatic acting 
style, Cassell loses all of the 
writers’ thoughts. Everything 
the characters say becomes so 
much pompous gobbledy- 
gook. The characters played 
by Mitch Ellis and Amber 
Wolfe are well-played but as 
actors they are ill-used. In¬ 
deed, given one of the 
evening’s most conflict-laden 
monologues, Wolfe’s commit¬ 
ment to the material is be¬ 
trayed by Cassell’s direction. 
For his part, Ellis constantly 
struggles to retain some in¬ 


killing, under the power of 
love. While watching, the 
prim father reacts with dis¬ 
dain and horror because, to 
him, love itself is an illusion. 
Or, perhaps, the entire situa¬ 
tion is just the kind of magi¬ 
cal illusion that only the the¬ 
ater is capable of presenting. 

As I do not know 
Corneille’s original, I cannot 
comment on it, but the value 
of Kushner’s conceit lies not 
in presenting any particular 
perspective or vision, but in 
being a stage in the develop¬ 
ment of this talented play¬ 
wright. Its style serves as a 
precursor to the techniques 
he would later use so effec¬ 
tively in Angels In America, 
where the cnaracters speax 
beautifully, the ghost of Ethel 
Rosenberg haunts Roy Cohn, 
and where a flamboyant drag 
queen, delirius with ARC, 
and a valium addict meet in 
each other’s hallucinations. 

However, where Angels 
moves seamlessly through its 
many situations, Kushner had 
a more difficult time sewing 
things up in me Illusion. 
The adaptation is uneven. 
The language is potent — it 
survived the transformation

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phan Calisto, young and eager 
for the forbidden hand of Me¬ 
libea (Karin Demarest). Next 
he is Clindor who, in his 
quest for the hand of rich Is¬ 
abelle, betrays his lover Lyse

Theatre Rhinoceros 
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'Sin Sisters' Take 'The Plunge'

A s a director, Adele 
Prandini has a spe¬ 
cial way of guiding 
actors through a 
scene. She always seems to 
capture, no matter what the 
circumstances, the vulnerabil¬ 
ity of the characters. They 
may look and speak as if 
they’re as hard as nails, as 
firm as rocks, but she always 
intimates that there is some¬ 
thing more. Her knack for 
such scenes was evident in 
Joe Pintauro’s Wild Blue a 
couple seasons back, but it’s 
even more pronounced in 
The Sensational Sin Sisters, 
currently playing at Theatre 
Rhinoceros. 

This long one-act by Doug 
Holsclaw features two superb 
actors, P.A. Cooley and Brian 
Thorstenson, as old friends 
conjoined in a reunion that 
one of them does not want. 

It’s obvious from the be¬ 
ginning that Dale (Thorsten¬ 
son) does not want Dewey 
(Cooley) to visit. After all, he 
left the big city to get away 
from the past. What is not so 
obvious is why. Because he 
and Dewey have been friends 
for years, Dale’s attitude 
seems strained and unneces¬ 
sary, especially since the two 
characters easily fall into old 
and familiar patterns, which 
includes their own unique 
form of communication. 

For the show, Holsclaw 
has developed a kind of 
“queen language,” complete 
with its own syntax and ges¬ 
ture. Dale and Dewey con- 
stantly converse in this lan- 


guage, which combines the 
eloquence of poetry with the 
crispness of rap. 

But Dale is full of resis¬ 
tance. Holsclaw has dubbed 
this play, “a weekend visit 
from the queen from hell,” 
but this is only a marketing 
ploy. Certainly the play is hu¬ 
morous, and, in fact, Holsclaw 
never misses an opportunity 
to toss out a funny line or de¬ 
velop a situation to keep the 
audience laughing. Neverthe¬ 
less, his intent is quite seri¬ 
ous. 


Cooley is 
terrific. Given 
a part that 
could easily 
have become 
cliche, he 
imbues 
Dewey with a 
sincere 
affection for 
his friend. 


Iva Walton’s terrific set is 
part'child’s playland and part 
dance stage. As lit by Wendy 
Gilmore, it becomes a kind of 
game board where Dewey 
chases after Dale, who would 
rather be anywhere but home 
having a serious conversation. 
But home is inevitable, and so 


is the serious conversation. 

Unfortunately, Holsclaw’s 
writing here is weak. Like 
Dale, he detains the scene 
from happening as long as he 
can, and as the “secret” Dale 
and Dewey share is revealed, 
the end result, for me at least, 
was confusing. I am not cer¬ 
tain enough of the details to 
understand it. 

Still, Prandini, Cooley and 
Thorstenson, keep the scene 
alive, and as I was thoroughly 
immersed in their dedication 
and expertise with the materi¬ 
al, I am wiling to disregard 
this lapse in the writing. Coo¬ 
ley is terrific. Given a part 
that could easily be turned 
into a cliche, he imbues 
Dewey with a sincere affec¬ 
tion for his friend. 

All the primping and 
prancing and whining he does 
are even more impressive, 
considering his role in The 
Plunge, a short curtain-raiser 
(also by Holsclaw) about two 
men who survive jumps from 
the Golden Gate Bridge. Coo¬ 
ley played Vernon, a subdued 
amnesiac who is rather star¬ 
tled by Thorstenson’s hyper¬ 
active and prissy Eugene, 
who readily admits that he 
jumped for love. Holsclaw is 
constantly funny in this play, 
but also serious, and Prandini 
presents the conversation 
with all the humanity and 
sympathy it deserves. ▼

Guest Conductors, Soloists, New Music Light up Programs 


Happy Hiatus

W hile Music Direc¬ 
tor Herbert Blom- 
stedt remains on 
mid-season hiatus, 
the San Francisco Symphony 
has showcased new and re¬ 
turning guest conductors, 
hosted the debut of a major 
violin soloist and gave Associ¬ 
ate Conductor Alasdair Neale 
an important assignment in 
regular subscription concerts. 

Three recent evenings 
could not have contrasted 
more dramatically in terms of 
style, programming or ap¬ 
proach, though all were satis¬ 
fying on their own terms. 

Helmuth Rilling, one of 
the most successful propo¬ 
nents of authentic music per¬ 
formance and an internation¬ 
ally renowned authority on 
J.S. Bach, returned to the 
podium at Davies Symphony 
Hall earlier this month for a 
small scale concert that yield¬ 
ed big dividends. Some 
Mozart and Bach is scheduled 
less often than might be ex¬ 
pected and a Schubert sym¬ 
phony other than the Eighth 
or Ninth is a real rarity. 

Hearing Riding’s interpre¬ 
tations with a properly scaled 
orchestra using modern in¬ 
struments was a pleasing les¬ 
son in compromise. J.S. 
Bach’s Suite No. 1 in C major 
benefited from the added 
sonority and clearer textures. 
It also proved that the new 
and improved Davies acous¬ 
tics are friendly to chamber 
size ensembles. 

SFS Principal Bassoonist 


Stephen Paulson was marvel¬ 
lous in Mozart’s B-flat major 
Concerto, even if his first ca¬ 
denza seemed a little mis¬ 
judged. Schubert’s Symphony 
No. 4, Tragic, finished an un¬ 
expectedly fulfilling program. 

Auditory feast 

Alasdair Neale has com¬ 
bined his associate conductor 
duties with his directorship of 
the San Francisco Symphony 
Youth Orchestra since the 
1989-90 season. His strengths 
— and minor shortcomings — 
were amply displayed in a

large, but not unwieldy con¬ 
cert that featured the much 
anticipated debut of Siberian 
violinist Maxim Vengerov. 

Opening with Wagner’s 
Prelude to Act I of Parsifal 
might have been the perfect 
choice for a seasonally apt 
program of deeply felt and

quasi-religious pieces had the 
orchestra responded better to 
Neale’s seemingly hesitant in¬ 
terpretation. What should 
have been an intensely tran¬ 
scendent experience sounded 
fragmented and under-re¬ 
hearsed. 

At 19, Vengerov is the lat¬ 
est international violin whiz 
kid. Skirting the darker as¬ 
pects of Sibelius’ Violin Con¬ 
certo in D minor and going 
for the glory in the more ex¬ 
troverted pages, his presence 
justified all the advance pub¬ 
licity. Introspection will come 
with maturity, but technical 
bravura certainly compensat¬ 
ed for the time being. 

Mr. Neale, sensibly, stayed 
out of his way. His chance to 
shine came with William Wal¬ 
ton’s sharply rhythmic, techni¬ 
color choral work Belshaz¬ 
zar’s Feast. For razz-ma-tazz 
and punchy orchestral effects, 
this is the one to hear. It’s

Machine-Driven Sound

S ex is violent! Or at 
least that’s what Per¬ 
ry Farrell sang on 
Jane’s Addiction’s 
landmark 1988 album, Noth¬ 
ing’s Shocking. It was a salvo 
that found instant appeal 
among musicians and audi¬ 
ences alike. It certainly in¬ 
spired Trent Reznor, the 
mastermind behind Nine Inch 
Nails. While the multitalent¬ 
ed Reznor has made nods to 
Jane’s in the past, it’s this one 
lyric, seemingly, that has fu¬ 
eled his inspiration above all 
else. 

This is melodramatic, 
brooding music, tinged with 
angst, themes of self-hate and 
thwarted love. And The 
Downward Spiral, Reznor’s 
third release, is no different; 
He continues to explore this 
dark terrain, but with unex¬ 
pected aplomb. It’s not a per¬ 
fect album by any measure, 
but its originality and energy 
far outweigh its flaws. 

Gradual appeal 

Many were slow to catch 
on to the sublime mastery of 
Reznor’s 1989 debut Pretty 
Hate Machine, which at the 
time of its release I called a 
non-industrial fan’s token in¬ 
dustrial album. Rich in 
melody, sequenced rhythms, 
and surprisingly hummable 
tunes, it gradually attracted 
listeners, in particular those 
who had been turned off by 
the harder sounding 1992 EP, 
Broken. With its crunching 
guitars and aggro-attitude, 
Broken was considered by 
some merely a poor imita¬ 
tion of Ministry, lacking the 
passion and grace of the more 
subdued Pretty Hate Ma¬ 
chine. 

Released this month, The 
Downward Spiral isn’t likely 
to win back fans lost to Bro¬ 
ken. Though the new album 
does occasionally delve into 
softer material, there is still 
enough hard-edged experi¬ 
mentation here to scare away 
the meek. From the relentless 
pummeling of the opener, 
“Mr. Self Destruct,” to the 
somber closing track, “Hurt,” 
Reznor has fashioned a cold, 
machine-driven sound. Sam¬ 
pled metallic crashes are lay¬ 
ered thick upon bombastic 
buzzing rhythms, to the point 
of being oppressive. But 
Reznor knows what he’s do¬ 
ing — just when it starts to 
overwhelm, he pulls back, 
stripping away the dense lay-

simple to grasp, but a bear 
for the performers as the 
composer reveled in dramatic 
tempo changes and tricky 
beats. 

Vance George’s SFS Cho¬ 
rus members appeared un¬ 
daunted, as usual. It has be¬ 
come something of a given 
that the chorus performs well. 
Their enjoyment of the the¬ 
atrics allowed them by Wal¬ 
ton’s score was infectious and 
the audience appeared every 
bit as enthusiastic. Baritone 
Victor Ledbetter was a little 
bland by comparison, but one 
couldn’t fault his mastery of 
the part. 

Czech conductor Jiri Be- 
lohlavek made his local debut 
with music obviously close to 
his heart. His recent record¬ 
ings for the prestigious 


ers of sound to reveal a stark 
piano or a strummed guitar. 

New lyricist, please 

But as musically varied as 
this record is, its lyrics are 
sadly undimensional. Anger, 
pain, fear, then more anger, 
fear, pain and on and on — are 
we on a tread mill? Initially, 
this pattern seems genuine, 
inspired even, but around the 
half-way point, it starts to 
sound gratuitous and cliche. 
Though Reznor is certainly 
capable of writing great cou¬ 
plets — “Angels bleed from 
the tainted touch of my ca- 
ress/Need to contaminate to 
alleviate this loneliness” — the 
insipidness of other lyrics is 
glaringly apparent, for in¬ 
stance the one throw-away 
track, “Big Man With A Gun,” 
which includes the testos¬ 
terone-laden witticism, “Got 
me a big old dick and I like to 
have fun/Held against your • 
forehead I’ll make you suck 
it.” 

There are many references 
to disease on this album, in 
particular, AIDS, like the 
anti-Christian “Heresy” on 
which Reznor sings, “He 
flexed his muscles to keep his 
flock of sheep in line/He 
made a virus that would kill 
off all of the swine.” Or in 
“Reptile,” where he sings 
“Seeds from a thousand oth¬ 
ers drip down from within/Oh 


British Chandos label have 
alerted connoisseurs to a 
promising interpreter of the 
central European repertoire. 
His recent concerts left some 
grouches unmoved and did 
not sell out, but others found 
his loving touch with Dvorak, 
the unfairly neglected Josef 
Suk and the more controver¬ 
sial Krzysztof Penderecki 
thoroughly satisfying. 

Amazingly, Suk’s Sere¬ 
nade for String Orchestra, 
Penderecki’s Viola Concerto 
and Dvorak’s second set of 
Slavonic Dances, Opus 72 all 
received San Francisco Sym¬ 
phony series premieres this 
month. 

Violist Geraldine Walther 
made Penderecki’s taxing 
concerto appear unproblemat¬ 
ic. Like the chorus, she rarely 
(if ever) missteps. For a com¬ 
poser associated with harsh 
dissonances, this is a readily 


my beautiful liar, oh my pre¬ 
cious whore/My disease my 
infection/I am so impure.” In 
the world of Nine Inch Nails, 
sex almost always sounds 
tainted, a harbinger of dis¬ 
ease, death and despair. 

Despite his seemingly po¬ 
litically incorrect sex-negativ¬ 
ity, Reznor has built a consid¬ 
erable audience in the queer 
underground. Whether or not 
it was intended, there is no 
denying the subtle homoeroti¬ 
cism of this material. One 
need only see the video for 
“Wish” to get an idea of how 
ample the evidence is. Clad in 
fishnet fetish attire and elbow 
gloves, Reznor performs in 
front of a writhing mass of 
male “urban primitives,” com¬ 
plete with tattoos, piercings, 
and Doc Marten’s — a scene 
vaguely reminiscent of rioting 
Queer Nationals, circa 1990. 

It would be easy to write 
this record off as just another 
“I’m-pissed-at-the-world-and- 
full-of-angst” industrial rant, if 
only it weren’t so damn good. 
It tends to grow on you with 
repeated listenings. Once 
some of the shock has worn 
off, melodies begin to peak 
out from behind thick layers 
of sound. Reznor has done it 
again, another perfect sound¬ 
track for the bitter and 
doomed, for those who find 
sexual corruption and self- 
loathing endlessly fascinating.

I n 1979, when I lived in 
Eugene, Oregon, it 
wasn’t just poet Ade 
Lauby’s kind loan of a 
typewriter that kept me 
trundling the three miles to 
her cottage. As I pedaled 
through the tunnel of fir trees 
near her house, I knew I was 
approaching not only the all¬ 
desirable writing instrument, 
but Ade’s equally desirable 
copy of the first and already 
out-of-print album by some¬ 
one with the strangely evoca¬ 
tive name of Ferron. Before 
I’d even put paper in the type¬ 
writer, I’d have the epony¬ 
mous record playing on the 
turntable, and only after I’d 
played “Borderlines” three 
times could I settle down to 
work. 

Memories of those days 
flooded my mind last Satur¬ 
day at Ferron’s concert at the 
Palace of Fine Arts, a perfor¬ 
mance that was a superb ex¬ 
perience on every level. This 
lesbian singer-songwriter has 
become ever more precise in 
her poetry, as in “Love Loves 
Me” from her new album, 
Driver: “By telephone, by 
mail slot/ by telepathy hum¬ 
ming in a splash of rain/ — a 
child’s kite, a sandy box/ or a 
cave where an animal howls 
in pain/ — there are demons in 
the alphabet/ and a bank 
book you’re entrusted 
with/full knowing you can’t 
balance yet/ what you so care¬ 
lessly part with.” 

The nine-piece Driver 
band takes Ferron’s music to 
a new level of richness and 
complexity, albeit occasional¬ 
ly synth-heavy and over-or¬ 
chestrated. (The new record¬ 
ing of “Borderlines” is one 
that suffers a bit, becoming a 
tone poem with the humor 
overridden, in place of the 
sad, witty plaint it was origi¬ 
nally.) The players include 
virtuoso fiddlers Barbara Hig- 
bie and Novi Novog, guitarist 
Shelley Jennings, keyboard 
whiz Darryl Havers (no, not 
Darryl Anger) and flawless 
back-up vocalist Chris Web¬ 
ster. This band is a pleasure 
to watch and listen to because 
the musicians obviously enjoy 
each other’s company, a sharp 
contrast to Ferron’s previous 
all-male and cool (as in cold) 
big band. And for those who 
are counting (like me), the 
Driver Band is more than half 
female, a rare sight these 
days. (So many other female 
stars who got their start in 
the lesbian community — Tra¬ 
cy Chapman, Melissa 
Etheridge, Michelle Shocked, 
the Indigo Girls — can’t seem 
to find other women musi¬ 
cians.) 

Saturday’s concert was 
also philosophically and spir¬ 
itually satisfying, terms I 
rarely find use for in a re¬ 
view. Ferron’s songs delin¬ 
eate her emotional growth 
over the years, pointing now 
to a seasoned maturity. In 
“Cactus,” for instance, she 
gently mocks her younger 
years: “When I was young/I 
was in service to my pain/On 
sunny days you’d find me 
walking/walking miles to look 
for rain/And as many times I 
swapped it all/ just to hop a 
moving train/Looking back, it 
was a most expensive way to 
get around.” The solace to be 
found in those exquisitely do¬ 
lorous songs saw me through 
many a heartbreak; today the

despairing voice has given 
way to an elegant one, offer¬ 
ing a more hopeful optimism. 
Consummate singer and song¬ 
writer that she is, Ferron can 
get away with lines that New 
Age performers can’t: “We 
can give this a name/Let’s call 


it joy and admit/that it’s not 
so hard in this life/to feel 
hope,/to be willing to harmo¬ 
nize/strong love with soft 
love/ and meet grace at the 
breakpoint.” 

A mordant humor has al¬ 
ways been one of Ferron’s 
characteristics; these days 
both the humor and the deliv¬ 
ery are less biting, more lov¬ 
ing: in “Cactus” (which I like 
to imagine has some connec¬ 
tion with Anna Wilson’s les¬ 
bian novel of the same name, 
but probably doesn’t), she 
sings: “In a word, I heard 
that life was a cactus tree/And 
should you find a way to 
break its skin/won’t you have 
a drink for me/But...if you’re 
standing near a cactus/you’re 
probably where you shouldn’t 
be/isn’t this where you say 
that’s why you left/our home 
though you love me.” 

Ferron is one of our great 
poets, and, in her early 40s, a 
wise woman. ▼

I feel people really misun¬ 
derstood Frisk, and that kind 
of bothered me. Also, I’m al¬ 
ways writing out of what I’m 
involved in, and I was just in¬ 
volved in a situation where... 
My best friend is this 20-year- 
old kid, he’s a junkie, and 
we’re really close. He’s kind 
of my kid, my son or some¬ 
thing. Anyway, I was in the 
middle of that and very wor¬ 
ried about him, and I think I 
figured a lot of stuff out about 
caring for other people, ‘cause 
I don’t think I’d ever really 
cared for anybody else before. 
So I think I figured out where 
I stood, more. 

You do a great job with Cal¬ 
houn, the junkie in Try, 
showing how drug addiction 
really isolates people. 

Especially heroin, from 
what I understand about drug 
stuff. It’s really an amazing 
drug, you get involved with 
yourself and you don’t feel 
like you need the world any¬ 
more. 

Some people are put off by 
all the horror stuff that goes 
on in your books. It’s like 
they don’t get that writing 
about something is not the 
same thing as doing it. 

I may be totally wrong¬ 
headed to think that by writ¬ 
ing about something you can 
understand it, but it’s the only 
way I know how, and that 
stuff absolutely freaks me out, 
‘cause I don’t understand why 
it happens, I don’t like it 
when it happens, and also be¬ 
cause I can understand why 
it happens. I’m not that shock- 
able, so I’m surprised when 
people are so upset about it. I 
think, “Why is this such a 


weird thing for you?” 

But there’s this tension be¬ 
tween your deadpan voice 
and the horror of what 
you’re describing. With 
Try, the tone is somehow 
more modulated. There’s 
this tenderness in the pas¬ 
sages with Ziggy and Cal¬ 
houn. 

I think there’s always been 
tenderness, but I’m express-

ing tenderness more, or 
something. The characters in 
this book, in their own 
fucked-up ways, they’re will¬ 
ing to, like, express feeling 
for one another. The feelings 
that Calhoun and Ziggy ex¬ 
press for each other are really 
deep, and as fucked-up as 
they both are, they do get a 
kind of peace from each oth¬ 
er. I don’t think I’ve let peo¬ 
ple do that before in my 
books. The books are always 
so aestheticized and so con¬ 
trolled, the characters are just 
configurations in the prose. 
But I feel like this book came 
out of some really deep emo¬ 
tion. I think of Ziggy and Cal¬ 


houn as being “real.” I mean, 
the adults are real cartoons. 

Would you say that you’re 
mellowing? 

No. Not at all. I think I’m 
acknowledging that emotion 
is something you have to deal 
with, I don’t think that’s mel¬ 
lowing, ‘cause the book’s still 
pretty horrific. No, I’m stuck 
doing what I do. My models 
have always been writers like 
Genet and Burroughs; they 
write about the same thing 
over and over. I think if you 
concentrate on one area it’s a 
way to get deep into it. 

I enjoy your books most for 
your language. You take 
this real limited vocabulary 
and you work it so skillfully 
that it’s poetic. That’s why 
I’m so astounded that some¬ 
one’s making a movie of 
Frisk. How is that possible, 
when that book is so depen¬ 
dent on language and liter¬ 
ary forms? 

Well, it’s a good question. 
They’re making that movie 
right now. It’s really different 
from the book. Of all the 
books I’ve written that’s the 
most unfilmable. To me, it’s 
all about language, text. The 
things Frisk does as a book, 
lying to the reader and shift¬ 
ing perspectives, you can’t do 
any of that in film. I mean, 
I’m not a big fan of Pasolini’s 
Salo, because you can’t show 
that stuff in film. Because 
when you write about it, the 
reader creates the pictures 
and therefore is really in¬ 
volved and has to take re¬ 
sponsibility for his imagining. 
When you see a movie, it’s 
all, like, done. I’m interested 
to see what they do with 
Frisk, they have my blessing, 
but I don’t know. The guy 
who’s playing Kevin came up 
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to me after my reading in 
New York and asked me all 
these questions about motiva¬ 
tion! I don’t know! Those 
aren’t real people! 

In Wrong you quoted mass 
murderer Ray Sexton: 
“Slapping your partner dur¬ 
ing the sex act is like chang¬ 
ing channels.” It’s a great 
credo, even if its inventor is 
a little unsavory. 

Yeah well, he was pretty 
blank about it. But this kind 
of mindless fascination with 
serial murderers, I guess it 
bugs me because I’m interest¬ 
ed in them, too, really deeply 
interested, so I’m always 
amazed that people can be in¬ 
terested in this kind of mas- 
turbatory way, but not think 
any deeper, it’s really weird. 

The murderers in Jerk kill 
boys and open them up to 
get to know them intimate¬ 
ly. This impulse seems to 
have been transferred to 
Rog in Try, who wants to 
“get to the bottom of’ Zig 
by rimming and fisting him 
as deep as possible. 

Rog is a gentrified version 
of a voice I used to use a lot 
in my work, like in Safe, and 
I kind of want to get rid of 
that overaestheticized voice. 
When I wrote Jerk, I thought, 
well I’ll make this such a 
stupid comedy that I won’t be 
able to write about it any¬ 
more, it’ll be like a self-paro¬ 
dy. Roger: he’s so fake. And 
he’s the only “I” character in 
the book, so you think that’s 
the voice of the book, then 
you realize he’s not. 

/ was surprised by the “hap¬ 
py ending.” Not that I really 
think Calhoun s going to 
kick heroin, but you hold 
out that possibility. 

Yeah. I feel like Ziggy’s 
figured some stuff out, and so 
has Calhoun by the end of the 
book, and they do have «ach 
other. Friendship just ended 
up being a really important 
thing to me this year. I feel 
like Ziggy’s going to be okay, 
and Calhoun hopefully will. 
He’s got someone who cares 
about him, that’s like a start, 
right? Getting off heroin is 
not easy. But the guy I based 
it on got off heroin. 

I smoked heroin once, but 
I’m afraid to shoot it up be¬ 
cause I have a really addic¬ 


tive personality, and that 
would just be the end of me. 

Yeah, I’ve shot it up, but 
not very much, and it makes 
me ill, so I can’t, luckily. I 
have a lot of younger friends, 
and for a long time my house 
was like this crash pad for 
junkies. They’d come and I’d 
detox them ‘cause I know 
how to do it. A lot of kids are 
getting into heroin now, it’s 
the most evil drug. I’m telling 
you, there’s nothing like it. 
Don’t do heroin, it’s not worth 
it. I’ve seen what it can do to 
people, and it’s just terrible. 

You think you’ll always 
write about teenage boys? 

I’ll write about them as 
long as they interest me. I do 
think people at that age are re¬ 
ally great, and I like a lot of 
the same things. I go see 
bands and all that stuff. I don’t 
feel very adult. [Teenage is] 
that point where you see what 
adulthood is going to be like 
and how awful it’s going to be, 
and how much you’re going to 
have to compromise, but it 
makes you even more fiercely 
believe in being Rimbaud and 
stuff. Also, you remember 
childhood pretty clearly, and 
you still think you can run the 
world. I really think that’s a 
great moment in life. 
Teenagers know a lot. I think 
they’re really wise. 

I still want to be a great 
writer, I haven’t written a 
great book yet, but someday I 
want to write a really great 
work. I focus my life around 
that, and my life is kind of a 
mess except for my writing, it 
always has been a chaotic 
mess. You can tell from my 
books I’m not a happy person! 

How do you feel about get¬ 
ting famous? 

It’s weird, for a writer I get 
a lot of press. I’m positioned as 
this weird thing, boy murder¬ 
er. You open up the Advocate 
and I’m like “Dark Man,” or 
the mean guy, or the punk, 
none of which has anything to 
do with me. I wouldn’t want 
to really be famous, though. 
Right now this book is doing 
better, so it’s making me a lit¬ 
tle nervous, you know what I 
mean? ‘Cause I hate people 
who are famous, it makes me 
really uncomfortable. I’m one 
of those people who likes 
bands, and when they become 
popular I hate them. ▼

Pass the Sugar 

It’s been a long time since 
I’ve laughed as hard at a 
movie as I did during the 
bumbling priest’s flubbing of 
the second ceremony in Four 
Weddings and a Funeral, the 
latest from Enchanted April 
director Mike Newell. The 
mere memory of the se¬ 
quence lightened my mood 
for a week. Weddings cen¬ 
ters on eligible but wary 
bachelor Hugh Grant and sev¬ 
eral of his friends, all of 
whom assemble at various 
nuptials over the course of 
several years. Newell’s direc¬ 
tion of the actors is quite fine 
(though ceremonial format 
constricts the film’s flow at 
times) and the shooting and 
cutting are imaginative. Two 
gay characters and Grant’s 
deaf brother are neatly 
worked into the proceedings 
without condescension or self- 
consciousness. The list of 
“sweet” movies to whose 
charms I haven’t succumbed— 
Cinema Paradiso, Strictly 
Ballroom, Ghost — is a mile 
long, but this one really got to 
me.

A Boy and His Dads 

If Farewell My Concubine 
packed in too much 20th-cen¬ 
tury Chinese history for you, 
try Tian Zhuangzhuang’s 
The Blue Kite, which looks 
at the “Great Leap Forward” 
years (1953-1967) through the 
eyes of a boy whose mother 
marries and is widowed three 
times during his youth. Tian’s 
earlier Horse Thief was a 
landmark in Chinese cinema. 
Like Farewell’s director, 
Chen Kaige, Tian’s now 
adopted a more traditional 
narrative approach, but the 
pictures still relate much of 
the story. Blue Kite is a com¬ 
mentary on the Chinese citi¬ 
zenry’s interaction with Mao’s 
government. Its chief virtue is 
Tian’s even-handedness. Char¬ 
acters who resort to duplicity 
to survive difficult times are 
not turned into monsters, 
though they may suffer. The 
director is more concerned 
with how his adult characters, 
like his young protagonist, 
adapt to the changing priori¬ 
ties of their inconstant father 
figure.

Wry, Dark 'Moon' 

Damage meets What 
Ever Happened to Baby 
Jane? meets Claire of the 
Moon (I’m not kidding) in 
Bitter Moon, a wry dark 
comedy from Roman Polans¬ 
ki. Stuffy, slightly repressed 
Hugh Grant is on a luxury 
cruise with wife Kristin Scott- 
Thomas (she pined for him in 
Four Weddings, now she’s 
got him). Enter wheelchair- 
bound passenger Peter Coy¬ 
ote, who regales Grant with 
installments of a ludicrous, 
appalling tale of lust and 
degradation that, along with 
Coyote’s luscious wife Em- 
manuelle Seigner, is just titil¬ 
lating enough to keep Grant’s 
curiosity — and sex drive -— 
aroused. Bitter Moon is so 
over-the-top that it takes a 
while to realize that, for all 
the absurdity, there’s more 
than a grain of truth to its ob¬ 
servations about l’amour.

Self-Loathing Gays 

Vito Russo is pretty tough 
on Cowboy in The Celluloid 
Closet, his study of homosex¬ 
uality in the movies. He finds 
Ratso Rizzo (Dustin Hoffman) 
and Joe Buck’s fear and 
loathing of homosexuals to be 
an example of the “ways in 
which we force the movies to 
serve our dreams of an Amer¬ 
ica that never existed.” 

To be sure, most of the 
gays in Cowboy are pathetic, 
but so are Joe and Ratso. 
While the two characters may 
take a dim view of homosex¬ 
uals it’s not at all clear that 
the film does; it casts a con¬ 
stantly ironic eye on all their 
posturing, particularly their 
sense of superiority to homo¬ 
sexuals. 



One could argue that any 
repetition of derisive com¬ 
ments toward gays in films 
reinforces negative attitudes 
(because they present the be¬ 
havior as how a “regular” guy 
might be expected to respond 
to a homosexual). But one

needs to take care not to be¬ 
come a bean counter. There 
is a difference between films 
that endorse their characters’ 
homophobia and those that 
critique it, even if the content 
in each case is similar. Mid¬ 
night Cowboy was trying to 
make the same point as Rus¬ 
so, namely that Joe Buck’s 
culturally fed conception of 
American manhood is totally 
false. 

The real shame in 1969, 
was not that a Midnight Cow¬ 
boy would be peopled by the 
self-hating gays a hustler like 
Joe would have encountered, 
but that there weren’t any 
counterbalancing portraits. 
The mellowest gays in the 
1968-70 era appear in The 
Gay Deceivers, but even here 
they’re observed more as 
amusing, bizarre creatures 
than equals by the film’s main 
characters. 

I personally don’t perceive 
the gay (played by Bob Bala- 
ban), who blows Voight in the 
theatre balcony — a sci-fi 
movie playing in the back¬ 
ground — quite as negatively 
as Russo. The kid may be 
vomiting in the bathroom mo¬ 
ments later out of self-hatred 
— or this may be part of his 
ruse to get out of paying 
Voight, which would make 
him rather clever. In any case, 
he hardly comes off as a hard¬ 
ened perv and Voight be¬ 
stows the same forgiveness 
(though with less flourish) 
upon him as he does the im¬ 
pecunious Sylvia Miles. 

One can’t totally discount 
Russo’s take on Midnight

The clos¬ 
ing bus ride through subur¬ 
ban Miami seems even more 
drearily sentimental in 1994, 
and makes one wonder if per¬ 
haps the film isn’t more than 
a little nostalgic for the very 
America — you know, the one 
Ronald Reagan was hawking 
a decade later — it has been 
tweaking. 

Oscar voters were stuck at 
a similar crossroad in 1969. 
They declared Midnight 
Cowboy Best Picture and 
gave Schlesinger the award 
for Best Director, but al¬ 
though both Voight and Hoff¬ 
man were nominated for Best 
Actor, John Wayne got the 
nod for True Grit. ▼

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Flexibility, Mind, Body, Part II 

Beyond the Comfort Zone 


by Dianne Aaronson 

I n my last article on 
stretching, I addressed 
flexibility as it relates to 
physical, emotional and 
mental states and promised to 
offer some concrete exercises 
for “pushing the envelope.” I 
proposed that if we can ap¬ 
proach flexibility from the 
standpoint of expanding our 
boundaries, then stretching 
beyond the comfort zone will 
not be as difficult, or anxiety- 
producing. For convenience, I 
have separated the exercises 
into two parts: 1) mental/emo¬ 
tional and 2) physical, but 
would like to reemphasize my 
belief in the interchangeabil¬ 
ity of realms. In other words, 
while it might seem that you 
are merely stretching your 
body, you may also be ex¬ 
panding your boundaries, 
emotionally or mentally, and 
vice versa. 

Expanding boundaries 
of the mind 

The following exercise 
helps to expand our bound¬ 
aries, or the personal space or 
distance we like to keep 
around ourselves and claim as 
our own. It can also assist us 
in defining our boundaries 


when they become blurred. 

First, sit in a comfortable 
position with both feet firmly 
on the floor, then begin relax¬ 
ing your muscles, starting 
from the feet and working up 
through the legs, torso and 
arms, shoulders, neck and 
head. As your awareness

travels up through your body, 
identify tense spots and allow 
them to relax. Being aware of 
your breathing as you do this 
will help. Invite clear, new en¬ 
ergy into your body with ev¬ 
ery breath you take. When 
you’re sufficiently relaxed, be¬ 
gin focusing on your breath¬ 
ing, which will allow you to 


become even more relaxed 
and focused. Think of your¬ 
self as having a breathable 
skin that expands and con¬ 
tracts each time you inhale 
and exhale. Think of yourself 
as a balloon, expanding and 
contracting. Practice this im¬ 
age. On your next inhale, 
imagine that the area around 
yourself has expanded to en¬ 
compass the entire room. As 
you exhale, refrain from con¬ 
tracting back to life size. No¬ 
tice what it feels like to be 
the whole room. Can you 
sense the furniture or wall be¬ 
hind you? And on the next 
deep breath, expand yourself 
so that you encompass your 
whole apartment. Make sure 
that you can still feel your 
feet on the ground. How 
does it feel to be this big? On 
successive breaths, include 
your whole residential block, 
then the town, state, country. 
Finally allow your skin to ex¬ 
pand enough to include the 
whole planet. How do you 
feel? What can you see? 
What are you thinking? Al¬ 
low yourself enough time to 
get a sense of this then slow¬ 
ly, every few exhales, allow 
yourself to gently shrink in 
size, letting air out of the bal¬ 
loon. Now you’re only as 
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large as the country, state, 
city, etc. Finally, you’ve con¬ 
tracted to the size of the 
room. Remember to do this 
slowly and keep your feet on 
the ground in order to avoid 
dizziness. Then, carefully, 
exhale and bring your 
skin/boundaries/protection 
back to a size that closely 
hugs your body. You may de¬ 
cide at this time that you’d 
prefer more space between 
your physical skin and your 
protective skin, or you’ll real¬ 
ize that your boundaries were 
only vaguely defined before 
now and you’d like a thicker, 
closer-to-the-body skin. Re¬ 
member that your personal 
space is always your own and 
you — and only you — have 
permission to change its size 
and shape. 

Stretching the physical 

A good physical body 
stretch requires as much care¬ 
ful focus and breath control 
as any meditation. In fact, 
slow, methodical stretches 
can be quite centering. Be¬ 
cause space does not permit 
me to list more than a few 
stretching exercises, I’ve cho¬ 
sen to discuss only those that 
stretch many parts of the 
body at once. 

Lying on your back with 
knees bent and soles of the 
feet on the floor, become 
aware of your breathing. 
Each time you exhale, allow 
the small of your back to re¬ 
lax until the little arch is flat¬ 
tened against the floor. Next, 
extend one leg down along 
the floor, stretching it as long 
as physically possible. Bring 
the bent knee up to your 
chest as you continue to flat¬ 
ten your back against the 
floor. Holding the knee close 
to the chest by clasping your 


thigh with both hands, contin¬ 
ue to lengthen the other leg 
along the floor. Stretch your 
back and neck further by gen¬ 
tly tucking your chin into 
your chest. Imagine a line of 
energy that goes through the 
center of your head, down 
your spine, and through the 
extended leg. Mentally 
stretch your body longer by 
pulling on the line of energy 
in both directions. Remem¬ 
ber to continue breathing. 
Repeat with the other leg. 

Sit upright on the floor 
with your legs extended in 
front of you. Bend one leg 
slightly and grasp the foot or 
ankle of the straight leg with 
both hands. If that is not pos¬ 
sible, bend the knee of the ex¬ 
tended leg just a bit. Allow 
your torso to stretch towards 
your foot. Your head should 
be lowered onto or towards 
the knee. Then each time 
you exhale, attempt to 
straighten the leg (if it is bent) 
or pull your torso closer to 
your foot. Switch legs. 

Finally, turn over onto 
your stomach, lie face down 
with straight legs. Place your 
palms on the floor, under 
your shoulders with elbows 
bent. With an exhale, push 
your torso off of the floor by 
straightening the arms and 
tightening the buttocks (to 
protect the lower back). Push 
up far enough so that the up¬ 
per torso is lifted, with hips 
remaining on the floor. Feel 
the stretch along the front of 
the body. Slowly lower your 
torso while inhaling and re¬ 
peat on the next exhale. 

I hope these exercises will 
be of use. They’re only the 
tip of the iceberg, but a good 
place to start. I’d be happy to 
share more exercises if there 
is a demand, so please let me 
knew. T

fragile, not to mention 
beloved, collection of 10,000 
albums across country. The 
move was successful, and 
now that the collection is 
(mostly) unpacked, Weiner is 
sharing his expansive knowl¬ 
edge of record collecting by 
teaching a class at the Learn¬ 
ing Annex entitled “How to 
Make a Fortune With Old 
Records.”

withdrawal after moving to 
“the coast.” But, as luck 
would have it, he’s discovered 
that New York is not the only 
haven for discophiles. In 
Weiner’s neighborhood alone 
there are at least four used 
record shops that stock his 
kind of music: show tunes, 
jazz and pop vocals from the 
’20s through the ’50s. 

Bit by Broadway bug 

The seed for a lifetime of 
record collecting was planted 
in Weiner’s youth when he 
was given an LP player. His 
first records? “It should have 
been a sign to somebody of 
something,” he says laughing. 
“The first albums I got were 
the cast albums for Flower 
Drum Song and West Side 
Story” Thirty-two years lat¬ 
er, his collection has expand¬ 
ed to discophile proportions, 
but at every juncture along 
the way, Weiner says he 
tried to avoid becoming the 
stereotypically avid collector. 
“When I joined a collectors’ 
group in New York, I met all 
kinds of really sad cases. Peo¬ 
ple who are totally into 
record collecting are among 
the strangest people in the 
world. I might have fallen 
into that category at one 
point, but I managed to stay 
out of it. These collectors 
have severe personality prob¬ 
lems, and they use record col¬ 
lecting as a sublimation of 
lots of other things. You can 
get into record collecting so 
deeply that it becomes your 
lifestyle.” 

Enthusiast to careerist 

Having avoided the dark 
side of discophilia, Weiner 
has been able to translate his 
love of music and records into 
a career. As a producer and 
writer for Stash records, he’s 
helped compile and research 
collections of rare recordings 


by the likes of Duke Elling¬ 
ton, Judy Garland and A1 Jol- 
son. He also works as a free¬ 
lance writer for record com¬ 
panies. In fact, he’s just com¬ 
pleted work on a Julie An¬ 
drews compilation for Rhino 
Records and continues work 
on a new RCA set of early 
Frank Sinatra recordings. 
Weiner is also writing biogra¬ 
phies for the MUZE All-Mu¬ 
sic Encyclopedia on CD- 
ROM. “Today alone I was 
working on Doris Day and 
Queen Latifah. It’s very eclec¬ 
tic, but I’ve learned a lot.” 

Weiner is spreading his ex¬ 
pertise to the masses through 
his class at the Learning An¬ 
nex. For folks who are seri¬ 
ous about making major 
moolah in record collecting, 
Weiner assures his students 
that the potential is out there. 
“The big money is in rare 
rock and rare jazz,” Weiner 
says. “You can get thousands 
of dollars for a rare Elvis or 
Beatles record. But in record 
collecting, like with stamps 
and coins, condition is every¬ 
thing. Demand is also impor¬ 
tant. If you have something 
rare that no one wants, you’re 
stuck with it.” 

As the medium of record¬ 
ed music evolves, the col¬ 
lectibility of rare albums only 
increases. “CDs reduced the 
value of many old records at 
first,” Weiner says. “The val¬ 
ue will inch back up again 
simply because records are 
not being pressed anymore. A 
lot of collectors might have 
something they love on CD 
and then feel the itch to start 
searching for the LP.” Quite 
often, albums become col¬ 
lectible, not so much as musi¬ 
cal treasures, but as artifacts. 
For instance, on the album 
cover for I Can Get It For 
You Wholesale, cast member 
Barbra Streisand’s name is 
misspelled with three a’s. For 
that reason, and that reason 
alone, the album is a collec¬ 
tor’s item. 

The advent of CD technol¬ 
ogy has been a mixed bless¬ 
ing for collectors. As with 
most technological advances, 
there was immediate disgust, 
then slow, wary acceptance 
and finally the reluctant ac¬ 
knowledgment that, as previ¬ 
ously rare albums are re¬ 
leased on CD to the unknow¬ 
ing masses, some of the ca¬ 
chet is removed from collect¬ 
ing. “It’s the same thing every

time something new comes 
along,” Weiner says. “ When 
78s were replaced with LPs, 
people were very suspicious. 
A lot of collectors said the 
tonal qualities of the 78 will 
never be topped. Eventually, 
of course, they were proven 
wrong. When stereo came 
along, people wouldn’t let go 
of their monaural recordings. 
It’s the same with CDs. Peo¬ 
ple say the sound isn’t as 
good, but I think a lot of the 


problem was how the music 
was transferred to. CD. A lot 
of early CDs do sound metal¬ 
lic because a lot of younger 
engineers who were raised on 
rock don’t really have an ear 
for older music. ” 

In the end, whether you’re 
a rabid enthusiast or casual 


record buyer, Weiner has one 
piece of simple, money-saving 
advice: “Collectors shouldn’t 
be daunted by high prices in 
some used record stores. If 
you look hard enough, every¬ 
thing turns up. I’ve passed up 
things I thought were too ex¬ 
pensive at a record auction 


then turned around and found 
the same album for 25 cents 
at a garage sale.” ▼

Feb. 6, 1955-Mar. 16, 1994 


S tephen left us and 
this earth after a two 
week fight with PCP 
on March 16, 1994. 
He died with his partner in 
life, Ed Bower, at his side in 
Kaiser Hospital in San 
Rafael.
